DCS Pialnes officials will meet again 


tonight to discuss methods of cutting cost 
on the proposed $1.8 million city hall 
building. 


One of the project's major critics, Aid. 


Gerald Meyer (7th) said earlier this 
week that he had not completed his plnns 


to reduce the price tag. The city coun- 
cil's building and grounds committee will 
meet at 8:30 p.m. 


"I hope to have some alternatives 


ready Friday," said Meyer, who asked to 
delay action on accepting bids for city 
hall two weeks ago so the project could 
be studied in more detail. 


Low-income housing issue 
avoided by city panel

After more than a year of study, a city 


housing panel will submit its final re- 
port next week, but the group has appar- 
ently sidestepped the controversial issue 
of iow-and moderate-income bousing. 


The special Des Plaines Housing Com* 


mission will urge the establishment of a 
permanent commission when the report 
is presented to the city council Tuesday. 
No mention of low-income housing Is 
made in the report. 


Commission chairman Ralph Martin 


said he will make a full report to the city 
council outlining various recommenda- 
tions. 


It is expected that if the council ap- 


proves the report an effort will be made 
to obtain funding for the full-time com- 
mission. About $1,000 is needed to fund 
the commission, Martin said. 


The housing report was scheduled for 


completion early this month, but Martin 
said several commission members want- 
ed to update information In the report, 
forcing the delay. 


The report will recommend that the 


permanent commission study substan- 
dard dwellings and housing for the com- 
munity's senior citizens. It also recom- 
mends the city's building and bousing 
code should be updated. 


Some commission members have said 


that the time limit Imposed on the com- 
mission made It difficult for any defini- 
tive recommendations on the low-income 
housing issue. 


THE COMMISSION also wrestled over 


the subject of substandard bousing. Con- 
tradictions between definitions of sub- 
standard housing offered by various gov- 
ernment agencies delayed commission 
action for some time. 


The low-Income housing Issue has been 


clouded since before the commission was 
established. The city council first de- 
cided the commission should not deal 
with the issue at all but later reversed 
their stand and told the commission to 
develop Its own study area. 


Garage break-in 


Burglars broke into the garage of a lo- 


cal man and stole fishing and camping 
gear valued at t-HS, police said yester- 
day. 


The victim, George Torgusen, 2073 


Plalnfield Dr., told police that fishing 
tackle, two tents, and • sleeping bag 
were among the stolen gear. Torgusen, 
who reported the Incident to police 
Wednesday, said the break-in occurred 
between Aug. 17-20, according to reports. 


The reversal came after the city 


learned that making the restrictions on 
low-income housing in the study could 
jeopardize chances for future federal 
grants for other projects, such as resi- 
dential units for senior citizens. 


WHEN THE action was taken last 


year, City Atty. Robert DlLeonardl said 
the council's resolution establishing the 
special commission was "unclear." 


Several citizen's groups argued both 


sides of the low-income housing issue be- 
fore the city council took the action to 
form the commission. 


The city then took nearly six months to 


name members of the commission. The 
seven man panel was selected after 
the city council rejected the candidates 
recommended by Mayor Herbert BehreL 


Behrel had said be did not plan to ap- 


point anyone who did not have an open 
mind on the housing issue. 


The council, however, did approve the 


appointment of at least one commission 
member who opposed low-income hous- 
ing, Joseph Botte. Botte ser»ed as the 
president of the Des Plaines Citizens Op- 
posed to Low and Moderate Income 
Housing. 


The lack of action on the low-Income 


housing issue may require additional 
study before the city develops any de- 
tailed plan for government-financed 
housing. 


The commission format grew out of the 


city rejection of a five point plan aimed 
at developing low-income housing, be- 
cause the plan "lacked information." 


Meyer and several other aldermen 


voiced concern earlier this month when 
bids for the six-story building came in 
about $300,000 above estimates. They ar- 
gued that perhaps the size of building 
should be reduced to bring the cost into 
line with the city's estimate. 


MEYER SAID he is more concerned 


about possible costs Increases for the po- 
lice station, which will be the second 
phase of the city's civic center. 


"If the costs increase that much on the 


city hall, then I doubt we can build the 
police facility for the $860,000 estimate," 
Meyer said. He added that if the cost of 
the police building increases greatly, the 
city would exceed its non-referendum 
bonding limit, which Is about $3 million. 


The city has the power to sell bonds for 


capital Improvements up to one per cent 
of its assessed valuation. The city can 
sell additional bonds, but a referendum 
must be held and voters must approve 
the sale. 


"Our first priority should be the police 


facility and by exceeding the estimate on 
the city hall, we are jeopardizing this," 
Meyer said. 


SEVERAL aldermen have suggested 


the city reduce the size of the building by 
eliminating the top two stories. 


However the city has been told It 


might not save any money by making 
such a move. Kenneth Holmes of the ar- 
chitectural firm of Holmes and Fox said 
it is possible the city might wind up pay- 
ing the same price for four stories as 
they would for six. 


Holmes estimated that the city could 


save between $80,000 to $100,000 per floor, 
but the Frederick Qulnn Construction Co. 
of Elk Grovefald that they would reduce 
their price about $35,000. 


The second low bidder on the project Is 


more than $120,000 above the Quinn bid 
and even a maximum deduction would 
only bring cost close to the low bid for 
the six-story building. 


OTHER CITY officials argued that the 


four-story building would not allow room 
for expansion in the future. Adding the 
floors later would cost a great daal more 
than any savings realized now by elimi- 
nating the floors, they said. 


Holmes has also said that the Initial 


$1.3 million estimate was too con- 
servative. He said Increased prices for 
material have been reflected In the bids 
on the building. 


It is expected that a report on the city 


hall will be made to the city council 
Tuesday. The city may take official ac- 
tion and award contracts then.

About two million persons are 


expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend in 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals- the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And If Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
• day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 In Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and some construction bot- 
tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially If they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be in effect 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 In 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest head- 
ache. Only one lane In either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed In 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
Improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport Is ex- 
pecting an increase in passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent Increase in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located. 


Those not wanting to go 


through the hassle dldnt have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there.

U.S. and Thai military spokesmen said 


the squadron was returning to Its home 
base at the Iwakunl Marine Air Station 
in Japan. By Saturday, 2,100 men and 33 
planes from Nam Phong will have de- 
parted, the spokesmen said. 


A second squadron of Marine F4 Phan- 


tom jets was to leave Nam Phong today 
and the last F4 squadron based there will 
leave tomorrow, the spokesmen said. 


The initial withdrawal from Thailand, 


expected to be completed by the end of 
this week, will involve about 3,550 Ameri- 
can servicemen and more than 100 plan- 
es. Talks on a second phase pullout will 
begin early next week. 


Military sources said other units In- 


volved in the Initial stages of the with- 
drawal were Air Force squadrons sta- 
tioned at Takhli, 100 miles north of Bang- 
kok. The United States has F4s and 
swing-wing Fills at Takhli. 


The United States had about 45,000 ser- 


vicemen and more than 600 planes sta- 
tioned in Thailand at the time of the Aug. 
15 bombing halt in Cambodia. It was the 
largest concentration of U.S. alrpower 
anywhere outside the United States. 


The Americans in Thailand are sta- 


tioned at seven air installations across 
the country. They were built by the 
United States in the 1960s at a cost of 
more than $650 million. 


In Cambodia, government troops went 


Into their third week of fighting without 
U.S. air support and scored a key victory 
when 2,500 troops broke through a rebel 
roadblock on Highway 5. Within hours, 
trucks were speeding along it with food 
supplies for the capital of Phnom Penh 
for the first time In six days. 


Government troops failed, however, to 


reopen Highway 4, another vital over- 
link, connecting the capital with Cam- 
bodia's only deepwater seaport at Kom- 
pong Som to the south. 


THE PULLOUT of the last concentra- 
tion of American military power in 
Southeast Asia began, with jet fight- 


er-bombers like the heavily-used F4 
Phantom being flown out along with 
thousands of men from Thailand. 


Nixon plans the next step: appeal 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - Af- 


tor a "spirited" debate with his lawyers, 
President Nixon decided Thursday to ap- 
peal U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica's 
historic ruling that Nixon must turn 
over the secret White House tapes for 
private judicial examination. 


The Western White House said the 


President's appeal would be filed with 
the U.S. Court of Appeals In Washington 
before Sirica's deadline of next Thurs- 
day. 


The move will be the next step toward 


placing the constitutional controversy be- 
tween Nixon and Senate and federal in- 
vestigators in the hands of the Supreme 
Court. 


Nixon made his decision after con- 


sultations with White House counsel J. 
Fred Buzhordt and Charles Alan Wright, 
the University of Texas constitutional 
lawyer whom he has hired as a legal 


consultant on Watergate. 


There had been speculation the law- 


yers might advise Nixon simply to ignore 
Sirica's order on the ground the doctrine 
of separation of powers makes the Presi- 
dent Immune to any court order, in- 
cluding a demand for release of the 
tapes, 


Sirica ruled on a petition by special 


Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox, 
who believes the tapes might contain 
critical evidence for the federal grand 
jury's investigation of possible perjury, 
conspiracy to obstruct justice and other 
criminal activities by Nixon's former 
White House and campaign aides. 


The judge said he wants to review the 


tapes and other documents sought by 
Wright to determine which ire relevant 
to the Watergate Inquiry and could be 
turned over to the grand jury without 
violating national security. 


Buzhardt and Wright were reported to 


have held a "spirited" debate on what 
Nixon's next step should be, before the 
President decided to pursue the customa- 
ry appeals process in the courts. Mean- 
while Nixon has announced he will not 
comply with Sirica's order. 


Nixon bases his refusal to release the 


tapes to anyone on the argument that 
their disclosure would so impair the con- 
fidentiality of his office he could not car- 
ry out his constitutional duties, and that 
he alone can decide whether they should 
remain secret. His lawyers also argue 
that the courts, as a separate and equal 
but not superior branch of government, 
have no authority to compel their re- 
lease. 


Nixon has said, however, he would 


comply with a "definitive ruling" of the 
Supreme Court ordering him to release 
the tapes. 


Farm prices take huge leap 


WASHINGTON

-Signaling 


more potential food Increases, the Agri- 
culture Department reported Thursday 
that the average price of all raw farm 
products soared a record 20 per cent to a 
new all-time high In the month ended 
Aug. 15. 


Farm prices also topped 100 per cent 


of parity for the first time in 21 years, 
the deportment sold. 


The monthly farm price report was the 


first major economic indicator to mea- 
sure the impact of the July IB end to 
wholesale and retail ceilings on all foods 
except beef. It showed prices 62 per cent 
above a year earlier. 


Rising prices for beef cattle, wheat, 


hogs and corn led the Increases along 
with higher prices for soybeans, eggs 
and cotton. They were only partly offset 
by lower prices for tomatoes, potatoes 
and apples. 


Meat animals as a group were 68 per 


cent above a year earlier. 


Wheat rose to a record $4.45' per bush- 


el, up $1.98 from mid-July and nearly 
triple a year ago. Rice averaged $10.70 
per hundredweight, a record high, and 
nearly double a year ago. Corn, rising 65 
cents from July, reached $2.68 a bushel 
compared with $1.53 a year earlier. 


Soybeans prices rose $2,30 from a 


month earlier to reach $8.99 a bushel, 


$1.01 below two months ago but well 
above the year ago price of $3.36 a bush- 
el. 


Eggs rose to 69.4 cents a dozen, up 18.1 


cents from mid-July and only a fraction 
below the 69 6 cent record set In Decem- 
ber, 1919. The August price was more 
than double a year earlier. 


A number of commodities were above 


the 100 per cent of parity figure which is 
considered a theoretically "fair" price 
for farm products in comparison with the 
cost of things that farmers buy. 


Hogs were at 152 per cent of parity, 


beef cattle at 116 per cent, eggs at 114 
per cent, soy beans at 180 per cent and 
dry beans at 115 per cent. 


Big Steel asks hike, draws indictment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Prospects for 


maintaining future domestic steel pro- 
duction are grim unless the Cost of Liv- 
ing Council allows the Industry to boost 
prices. 


This was the claim made Thursday by 


Stewart S. Cort, chairman of Bethlehem 
Steel Corp., the nation's second largest 
steel producing company. 


Cort told the council that an industry- 


wide price increase was vital for domes- 
tic firms because of heavy competition 
from foreign producers. 


While the steel executive was arguing 


for price hikes in Washington, however, 
a federal grand jury In Texas was In- 
dicting Bethlehem, U. S. Steel, and Ar- 
mco — three of the nation's biggest steel- 
makers — on charges of violating anti- 
trust laws. 


The three major firms and 14 smaller 


ones were accused of price-fixing and bid 


rigging on reinforcing steel bars, known 
as re-bars, which are used to reinforce 
concrete in highway, bridge building con- 
struction. In 1971, sales of the steel bars 
by the defendants amounted to more 
than $40 million. 


At yesterday's council hearing in 


Washington, Cort said a 5 per cent In- 
crease of sheet and strip steel prices 
would not seriously hamper anti-inflation 
effort. 


Bethlehem and 11 other steelmakers 


have already notified the council of their 
intentions to raise prices of flat rolled 
products — about 40 per cent of industry 
output — by an average of 5 per cent In 
September. 


James W. McLane, CLC deputy direc- 


tor, said his agency was curious as to 
"how these proposed price increases im- 
pact the consumers as they ripple 
through various levels in the economy." 


Unless formally challenged by the 


council, the higher prices take effect 
within a few weeks. 


Meanwhile, the council has promised 


to rule "well before Sept. 15" on big four 
automaker requests for price increases 
from $55 to $106 on 1974 models. Wit- 
nesses from all four firms argued that 
prices ought to be allowed to go up to 
meeting the added costs of antlpollutlon 
and safety equipment required by the 
government.

price controls on gasoline and dlesel fuel. 


The controls, scheduled to go Into ef- 


fect Saturday, were postponed until Sept. 
7 by the Cost of Living Council. It was 
the third such postponement for retail 
gasoline controls. 


The council said It delayed the retail 


gasoline controls because of various 
court challenges. Attorneys for 165,000 
brand name gasoline dealers earlier in 
the day asked Chief Justice Warren Bur- 
ger to suspend the controls. 


CLC director John T. Dunlop indicated 


that the Phase IV controls would not be 
extended again beyond Sept. 7, with this 
latest extension granted to give dealers 
time to comply with new rules, 
i 


The American Automobile Assn. said 


the council's surprise announcement end- 
ed plans for a "widespread" holiday 
shutdown by the dealers, who claim the 
Phase IV controls will put some of them 
out of business. 


But, the AAA added, dealers In at least 


three regions — Connecticut, Pennsylva- 
nia and the Cincinnati, 0., area — still 
were threatening to close down and deal- 
ers in Indiana and Illinois were "up in 
the air" about the shutdown. 


Quake hits in S. America 


A powerful earthquake shook the Co- 


lumbia-Venezuela frontier area Thurs- 
day, as the relief effort continued in 
quake-ravaged Mexico. 


The new quake, of a magnitude slightly 


less than that which hit Mexico, rumbled 
for more than a minute and shook such 
major cities as Caracas, Bogota and Cu- 
cuta. There were no Immediate reports 
of damage or casualties. 


The official death toll in the Mexico 


quake was put at 527, with 4,075 Injured 
and an estimated 25,000 homeless, totals 
that made it the worst earthquake in the 
country's history. 


The Mexican government continued to 


pump food, medicine, water and emer- 
gency shelters into the broad interior dis- 
aster zone. Word still was awaited on 
bow the quake affected the 50,000 Indians 
living deep in the Zongolica mountains.

nent turns out to be Attorney General 
William Scott.

Wrote Muskle, "Now the storm he fore- 


saw has broken. And whatever the-ver- 
dict of future juries, the political process 
is already ravaged. 


"I am writing to you today on behalf of 


Adlai Stevenson, and in the interest of 
repairing that process." 


Muskie refers to Stevenson's "fight for 


reform" in the Illinois Legislature and as 
state treasurer, and his stand In "the 
fight between special Interests and the 
public interest," which have earned him 
too per cent voting ratings from Common 
Cause, the National Education Associ- 
ation, the League of Women Voters and 
the Consumer Federation of America; 
and a 96 per cent grade from the League 
of Conservation Voters. 


The Senate speech accompanying Mus- 


kle's letter may be a preview of the cor- 
ruption which Stevenson will allege 
throughout his campaign. 


It cites the Watergate burglary; the se- 


cret Nixon campaign bankrolls; the Dlta 
Beard memo; the profits gained by Agri- 
culture Department officials from the 
Russian wheat sale; a presidential aid 
guiding postal bonds to his own in- 
vestment house; failure of Attorney Gen- 
eral Herbert Kleindienst to report a 
bribe attempt; failure of the Justice De- 
partment to prosecute an alleged anti- 
trust violation in the merger of two large 
steel companies; and sundry other 
charges of corruption. 


Stevenson's speech cited various forms 


of corruption which he said pervade the 
Nbcon administration: financial corrup- 


tion, the subversion of public Interests 
for private interests, and finally the 
"corruption of arrogance." 


THAT HE proclaimed the worst of all 


corruption. With the Stevensonlan rhetor- 
ic so reminiscent of his father, he de- 
clared: 


"Take all the scandals of yesteryear, 


pile them block on block, and you cannot 
equal it. Find enough old deep-freezes to 
chill the Sahara; enough vicuna coats to 
warm the polar icecap; enough Persian 
rugs to dazzle a sultan — and still you 
cannot match that final betrayal of the 
people's trust. The greatest scandal — 
the ultimate corruption — Is an arrogant 
refusal to answer the questions of the 
people." 


It promises to be a gritty campaign.

The teacher's union in East Maine Ele- 


mentary School Dlst. 63 has adopted a 
six-point program designed to force the 
school board to negotiate working condi- 
tions. 


The program calls for: 
• an hour-long demonstration before 


the Dlst. 63 teacher institute day Tues- 
day; 


• total compliance with rules and 


procedures as outlined in contracts In- 
cluding arriving at school at 8:05 a.m. 
and leaving at 3 p.m. At the same time 
teachers are not to volunteer for extra 
work such as lunchroom supervision or 
coaching scholastic or athletic activities; 


• not volunteering for subcommittees 


which give board credit and not attend- 
ing after-school or noon meetings; and 


• refusing to supervise student teach- 


ers. 


"None of these actions shall be con- 


strued in such a way as to ask any teach- 
er to violate his/her contract or endan- 
ger the safety or education well-being of 
the students," the plan states. 


THE PROGRAM was presented at the 


East Maine Education Association 
(EMEA) meeting Wednesday. EMEA, 
the teacher's union, affiliated with the Il- 
linois Education Association (IEA) rep- 
resents about two thirds of the district's 


364 teachers, according to president 
Hank O'Nell. About 90 members attended 
the meeting. 


Jim Plppen, a member of the teachers' 


negotiating team, advised teachers not to 
make any "administrative 
decisions" 


this year. 


"Most of what happened (In the 


schools) happened because we did the 
administrative work. We made the deci- 
sions ... Within one week it will be hell 
on wheels," he said. 


If the burden of administrative work is 


cast back where it belongs "I don't know 
what will happen," he said. 


Other EMEA members said the result- 


ing confusion in the schools would upset 
parents who would in turn pressure the 
school board. 


Pippen suggested teachers refuse extra 


work such as lunchroom supervision, 
sponsoring clubs and coaching scholastic 
and athletic activities. He added they 
should give up the stipends they receive 
for the jobs. 


Only about a third of the teachers at 


the meeting who received stipends in- 
dicated they were willing to give them 
up. One teacher said she needed the ex- 
tra money. 


MARILYN IIADDEN, another member 


of the negotiating team, advised teachers 
to take work home rather than remain at 


school after 3 p.m. to finish. 


According to the plan teachers are to 


arrive no earlier or later than 8:03 a.m. 
and leave exactly at 3 p.m.' no matter 
what they are doing. 


Another negotiator, Jerry Slowinski, 


said teachers should not help load buses 
after 3 p.m. as they've done In the past. 
"At 3 o'clock I will walk away and tell 
the administration it's their problem," 
he said. 


Required forms and reports are to be 


submitted only at deadline times, accord- 
ing to the plan. Teachers are also sup- 
posed to refuse filling out useless survey 
forms. "Things do get mislaid," Slow- 
inski said. 


Parts of the plan will innundate the 


administration under a towering pile of 
paper, said one union leader. 


Teachers are asked to list all unre- 


paired building hazards dally, keep de- 
tailed reocrds of all classes over 25 and 
follow all disciplinary rules to the letter 
— which means filling out piles of forms. 


"I plan on filling out 300 (forms) this 


year," sale Slowinski, describing how he 
would follow, disciplinary rules during 
playground supervision. 


TEACHERS .WHO are appointed to 


board subcommittees should either use 
the committees to the advantage of the 
union or not participate at all, according 


to the plan. This includes passive attend- 
ance at in-service workshops and refus- 
ing to attend noon and after-school meet- 
ings. 


Slowinski said If teachers have already 


accepted a student teacher they have to 
take him or her. "The conditions in our 
district are not very good for a student 
teacher to see," he added. 


The union is not planning to strike. Joe 


Anderson, IEA representative told the 
group that striking at this time would be 
ineffective. 


He suggested striking along with other 


school districts sometime in the future if 
the action plan doesn't work. 


He pointed out that strikes in private 


industry force employers to negotiate be- 
cause of revenue losses. But strikes in « 
school district, he said, don't nave that 
effect. 


Anderson said that school district ac- 


tually make money during strikes be- 
cause they don't have to pay teachers. 
He also pointed out that the districts db 
not lose any state aid, in most cases, be- 
cause there are five free days each year.- 


"It's hard to carry a strike past two, 


three days," he added. 


He told the EMEA members not to 


strike, but to "think more in terms of 
guerilla warfare."

The report also suggests the building 


be flexible enough to include areas for 
small and large group activities, re- 
source areas and tutorial space. 


Offices for a social worker, psy- 


chologist, nurse and counselor are called 
for in the specifications. A testing room 
and conference room are also included. 


Suggestions far the vocational educa- 


tion area include space for home eco- 
nomics, Industrial arts, arts and crafts. 


Dlst. 26 administrators asked for a 


physical education facility consisting of a 
multi-purpose room and locker-shower 
area. A small therapy pool would also be 
Included.

Included In the specifications Is a 


request for two padded Isolation rooms In 


the counseling area for youngsters "in an 
overwrought state of mind." 


Noting that the Maryville youngsters

Snake deiinitely not poisonous

Buffalo Grove police said yesterday

went through several hours of lie detec- 
tor tests. 


According to Police Chief Harry 


Walsh, the skin given to experts at 
Brookfleld Zoo was positively that of the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pur- 
chased in a suburban pet store for $17. 
Walsh said, however, the test also 
showed that the two youths believed they 
owned a Cobra. 


Walsh said the tests, called psy- 


chological-polygraph tests, were taken by 
the youths voluntarily. He said they 
agreed to tests to show that the skin ex- 
amined was actually taken from the es- 
caped snake. He added that tests showed 
the youths were not playing a joke in 
saying they believed a Cobra escaped. 


The tests are reportedly the most ad- 


vanced way of giving lie detector exam- 
inations, according to police officials. 


DESPITE THE tests, however, Pear- 


son faces a court date on a charge of 
disorderly conduct and a bill for the ex- 
penses Incurred by the village during a 
three-day search for the missing snake, 
before discovering it was non-poisonous

School lunch Scoreboard: 
some higher, some free 


Because of higher food costs at the 


wholesale level, the price of a Type A 
lunch for Maine Township High School 
students has been raised to 55 cents for 
the coming school year — an increase of 
five cents over last year's cost. 


A policy to provide free lunches to 


those high school students whose families 
cannot afford to pay the price of the 
meal has been developed by Maine 
Township High School Dlst. 207 In coop- 
eration with the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture and the Department of School 
Food Services. The school district will 
provide lunches free to students whose 
family income level meets eligibility 
standards. 


Determinations are based on national 


guidelines used in participating schools 
throughout the United States and pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of Agriculture.

known as Stratford Manor, Brooks said 
he hopes to have all details ready to pre- 
sent to the city in several weeks. 


Brooks said tentative plans call for the 


homes, which will be three and four bed- 
room models, to be priced in the $35,000 
to $45,000 range. 


A spokesman for the company, who ap- 


peared before the plan commission, said 
there may be a request to reduce the 
width of the streets in the development 
from the standard 66-foot width to 40 
feet. The developer would also grant the 
city a 13-foot easement on both sides of 
the street for utilities. 


If the street size variation is not 


allowed, the developer might have to 
request a variation on the city's stan- 
dards for lot sizes, because not all of the 
lots would be the correct size. 


The tract, which Is commonly known 


as the Moehling propery, is one of the 
largest undeveloped residential parcels 
remaining in Des Plaines.

Kissinger a good choice 


President Richard Nixon's choice 


of Henry A. Kissinger ns Secretary 
of State Is more than the selection 
of the best man to fill this position; 
it creates the possibility of a funda- 
mental shift In direction for the 
Ni.xon Administration. 


For the past four and a half 


years, Kissinger has been the 
White House's resident shapcr of 
cataclysmic changes In American 
foreign policy. Among his diplo- 
matic triumphs have been the 
hard-won Vietnam peace accords 
a n d t h e spectacular rapport 
achieved with Communist China; 
he's also earned (he reputation as 
the philosopher who 
undcrgirds 


Nixon's view of foreign affairs. 


However, as a result of Kissin- 


ger's sweeping achievements, the 
12,000-person 
State 
Department 


slid Into obscurity. Formulating 
everyday policy and keeping the 
bbrcaucracy functioning fell to a 
nominal Secretary of State, Will- 
lam Rogers, while the glamor re- 
mained in the White House. Rogers 
did have triumphs, such as the 1970 
Middle East settlement, but Kissi- 
nger stayed in the public's eye. 


Now, Kissinger Is replacing Ro- 


gers, and it appears we're about to 
return to an era of strong and 
prominent Secretaries of State, as 
oicmpllficd by Dean Acheson and 
George C. Marshall. 


• Part of the State Department's 
strength will come through Kissin- 
ger's Cabinet role, and we hope it 
represents a trend to more Cabinet 
authority throughout the Nixon Ad- 
ministration. 
Too many of the 


White House errors and excesses of 
the Watergate days were caused 
by a too-secret, too-arrogant White 
House staff. This kind of closed op- 


eration can be changed If Cabinet 
officers arc permitted closeness to 
the President — the kind of author- 
ity which Kissinger has possessed 
as a Presidential adviser. 


Our gravest concern about the 


appointment Is that the debonair 
Kissinger retains that umbilical 
cord to the White House in his role 
ns Special Assistant to the Pres- 
ident for National Security. 


On one level, this may assure the 


State Department of a special pipe-

Sources close to Rogers acknowledge 


that the outgoing Secretary of State, who 
is to be replaced by Presidential assist- 
ant Henry A. Kissinger, was disturbed by 
the Watergate scandal; the wiretapping 
orders, the violations of law and the 
creation of the "plumbers group" in the 
White House. 


Rogers is known to feel that the gov- 


ernment operates best when it follows 
procedures which have been developed 
over many years and relies on its estab- 
lished institutions. 


Therefore, he believes 
the White 


House, rather than create the extraor- 
dinary "plumbers group," should have 
tried to convince FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover of the need to take aggressive 
action to stop the news leaks. In the end, 
partly because of Hoover's uncooperative 
attitude, the White House went around 
his back to establish the controversial 
"plumbers."

Rogers also was galled by the manner 


in which Kissinger sought to increase 
his power within the administration and 
frequently usurped the authority of the 
Secretary of State. 


However, Rogers made it a point — 


and still clings to it — always to refer in 
public In a polite manner to Kissinger, 
who provided the Intellectual stimulus 


for the new American foreign policy. 


Nevertheless, Rogers' associates say 


the secretary's view of his tenure is a 
balanced one. 


He believes the Egyptian-Israel! cease- 


fire of 1970 was achieved entirely 
through the efforts of the State Depart- 
ment and his own negotiating abilites. 


He also Is proud to have been associat- 


ed with an imaginative new foreign pol- 
icy which has dramatically improved re- 
lations with Communist China and the 
Soviet Union. 


Rogers recently told newsmen he felt 


like "the last of the whooping cranes" as 
he abandons the Nixon cabinet which will 
no longer have any of the officials Nixon 
presented one night in December 1968 
before assuming office. 


And while Rogers departs from the 


State Department with a reputation of 
having relatively little Influence on for- 
eign affairs, he is considered a man of 
notable integrity and humanity.

consultant, ono of only 25 American 
women In that field. 


In 2'a years as a consultant In the !.os 


Ansoloi office of Theodore Barry and As- 
sociates, Miss Krohta has worked on sev- 
eral project* for the mining Industry. Hut 
not until the firm assigned her to the 
copper mine run by the Grand Duke Op- 
crating Co. In British Columbia was she 
finally permitted to go underground. 


"There's n superstition among Ameri- 


can miners Iliat If n woman goes down 
Into the tunnels on accident or death will 
occur." Mist Krohta told UPI. "but my 
firm was careful to check that the fear 
had not spread to Canada." 


IN IIAItl) HAT ami yellow oiler. Miss 


Krohta went underground regularly to 
• conduct Interviews and attltudlnal testing 
among the TOO men working In the mine 
800 mites north of Vancouver on (ho 
Alaskan border. "By the time I got 
dressed up, I don't sec how those wild 
and wooly miners even knew I was a 
woman." she said. 


Although top management of the cop- 


per mine was reluctant to hire Miss 
Krohta In the belief men would never 
talk to a woman, the miners dispelled 
thli myth. "They were afraid at first to 
mention what they considered a crude 
lubjecl," according to Miss Krohta, "but 
It soon became apparent that with only 
20 women employed at the camp the 
miners' morale wai low and the turnover 
In personnel hiijli because they wanted a 
more normal community."

firms to hire a woman, assigned Miss 
Krohta to a coal mining study for the 
Federal government even before she had 
underground experience. Her name ap- 
peared as "B. Krohta" on the list of 50 
consultants analyzing fatality reports.

health Is one of those categories. 


'.And recently, township officials have 


learned they can expect approximately 
twice as much in revenue-sharing funds 
next year as they were anticipating. 


Meanwhile, the governor also signed 


Into law a bill authorizing townships to 
use monies from the town fund for pay- 
meets "to established, recognized mental 
health agencies as paynvmt for services 
to township residents." The bill was 
sponsored by Rep. Robert S. Juckett, 
It-Park Ridge, and co-sponsored by Rep. 
Eugenia S. Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights. 


MANY TOWNSHIPS in the suburban 


area formerly supplied funds to mental 
health organizations through a 2 per cent 
fee they charged other governments for 
collection of taxes. 


A court ruling in 1969, however, ren- 


dered that collection fee unlawful. 


"Many mental health agencies were 


severely crippled by this change," Juck- 
ett noted, "and the state had to supply 
emergency aid." 


Howard Olsen, Palatine Township su- 


pervisor; noted that prior to the court 
ruling, Palatine Township had supplied 
nearly $200,000 to mental health agencies 
"over a five or six-year period." Sub- 
sequently, a referendum to establish a 
mental health district, with taxing pow- 
ers, failed. "Since that tune, we have not 
been able to do much," Olsen noted. 


But ho said the Palatine Board of 


Auditors already Is considering requests 
for revenue-sharing funds from mental 
health agencies, and expects to begin dis- 
bursing money soon. 


The Juckett law specifically empowers 


townships to Include "mental health and 
retardation" services In their budgets. 
Juckett said township officials had been 
reluctant to do that before because only 


''health" services were specified in the 
act. 


Richard M. Hall, Elk Grove Township 


supervisor, said his board plans to make 
a "substantial contribution" to mental 
health next year through revenue shar- 
ing funds. 


"But this bill means that If anything 


happens to revenue sharing, we would be 
able to continue such contributions," he 
said. 


THE LAW DOES not affect the statu- 


tory limit on the tax rate of 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation for the town 
fund. 


But all townships in the Northwest sub- 


urbs collect only a fraction of that 
amount. The town fund rate In Wheeling 
Township, for Instance, is only 2.8 cents 
per $100 valuation. 


Ethel Kolerus, Wheeling Township su- 


pervisor, said township officials antici- 
pate using revenue-sharing funds to bol- 
ster mental health services, but will also 
study the Juckett bill. 


V e r n o n Laubensteln, Schaumburg 


Township supervisor, said his board has 
also planned expanded mental health 
contributions in anticipation of the two 
new laws.

An unmitigated materialist motive con 


paralyze thought. The other extreme, 
cavalier disregard for one's pieces, may 
gain the player a state of spiritual grace, 
which for most players Is not adequate 
compensation for a minus score. A bal- 
ance between the two tendencies is rare- 
ly achieved. All one can say is that all 
other things being equal, material is cru- 
cial. But all other things arc rarely 
equal. 


In almost any position it may be fea- 


sible lo give up a pawn or even a more 
valuable piece, at least temporarily.

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Area libraries guard against fire

Flret It could do more damage to a 


public library than any vandal. 


While a national ttudy hai revealed 


that most public libraries ignore this po- 
tential haiard, thla U not the ease In the 
Northwest suburbs. Public library offi- 
dais In the area are well aware of the 
problem and have taken precautions 
against it 


Of 253 libraries in 39 states polled In 


the national study, six of ten had no (ire 
alarms and nearly nine of ten had no 
automatic sprinkler systems. Out of nine 
public libraries polled by The Herald, 
only one did not have at least a fire 
alarm or a heat-activated sprinkler sys- 
tem. Three libraries had both. 


Only the Elk Grove Village Public Li- 


brary bad neither an alarm nor sprinkler 
system. Librarian Mary Clark said the 
building Is "as fireproof as materials can 
possibly be." Also, there are eight fire 
extinguishers in the library and the fire 
department Is only about a minute away, 
she said. 


"The fire department could smell a 


fire here," said Virginia James, business 
manager. "They could probably even 
smell • burnt out bulb." Elk Grove, like 
the other libraries, receives periodic in- 
spections by the fire department. 


The Mount Prospect Public Library 


does not have a flre alarm, but does 
have a powder sprinkler system that can 
be set off by heat detectors. "We have 
about five sprinkler systems In the build- 
Ing," said Mary Jo Mulchings, librarian. 
"We are trying to keep up with the new 
developments." The original library was 
built In 1MO and added to In 1962. 


THE DBS PLAINES. Palatine, Rolling 


Meadows, and Arlington Heights librar- 
ies have fire alarms hooked up directly 
to the fire department or police station. 
The alarms can be set off manually by 
breaking the glass in the alarm box or 
by heat and smoke detectors throughout 
the building. Librarians reported that 
several times false alarms went off, the 
fire departments responded in minutes. 


"A rise of U degrees in heat per min- 


ute will set off our alarms," isld Bob 
Day, maintenance engineer at the Ar- 
lington Heights Memorial Library. "If 
you held a match underneath one you 
would set off the alarm In a minute." 


The Arlington Heights library, the 


largest in circulation in the Northwest 
suburbs, also has fire extinguishers on 
both floors. "We have a water pressure 
extinguisher on the main floor which is 
good for paper," Day said. "And we 
have Co2 extinguishers on the upper floor 
which is good for electrical fires and 
flammable liquids." He ssid the piping In 
the building, is nil asbestos and the 
building Itself is nearly all concrete 
block, "as good a fireproofing method as 
there Is." 


When Rolling Meadows built its library 


In IMS, planners were very conscious 
about the possibility of fire. "At that 
time It was advised not U> put in a water 
sprinkler system because they cause 
more damage to the books than fire," 
said librarian Virginia Connell. "Today, 
though, there Is a better drying-out sys- 
tem for books. 


LIBRARIES IN Prospect Heights, 


Wheeling and Schaumburg Township 
have sprinkler systems besides the 
alarms. The Prospect Heights Public li- 
brary, with a new building tint opened 
last November, has overhead water 
sprinklers throughout the library. The 
carpet Is also fire resistant, according to 
librarian Rose McDonald. 


Besides local inspections, the library 


also gets Inspected by the state, accord- 
Ing to Mrs. McDonald. 


The Schaumburg Township library, 


with a new building that also opened in 
November, has an elaborate fire detec- 
tion system like the one found in public 


schools. There is a master control panel 
for the flre alarm and the panel'shows if 
the alarm system itself is functioning 
properly. 


"We have water sprinklers also, but 


only In areas away from books," said 
librarian Mike Madden. "I think its hard- 
er for books to burn than to be destroyed 
by water." 


The flre prevention system in the 17- 


year-old building housing the Wheeling 
Public Library was remodeled two years 
ago. Besides an alarm, there is a water 
sprinkler system above the section w^ere 
periodicals are stored, according to li- 


brarian Ken Swanson. 


THE NATIONAL REPORT also 


showed that while library officials cite 
thievery and vandalism as major prob- 
lems, only half have burglary alarms. 
The report also suggested that to guard 
against theft, libraries improve their 
checkout points, either with electronic 
detection devices or package inspections. 
The report suggested also that libraries 
replace expensive reference books with 
inexpensive copies to cut down the high 
cost of vandalism. 


The Wheeling, Schaumburg Township, 


Prospect Heights and Arlington Heights 


libraries have burglar alarms hooked up 
to the local police stations. Although 
there have been false alarms, no library 
has ever suffered a burglary. 


To guard against theft during open 


hours, the libraries have all centralized 
their checkout desks and have limited 
entrances and exits to one area. Fire 
doors in other areas of the buildings 
have alarms that go off when the doors 
are opened. 


The Des Plaines Public Library is the 


only library to provide an inspection at 
the door which Is done manually during 
peak hours, between 4 and 9 p.m.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Could you please 


tell mo something about Parkinson's dis- 
ease and what it's all about. I under* 
stand there Isn't loo much known about 
It. I would like Information about the 
cause, the symptoms and the effects It 
has on on Individual 


Dear Header — Parkinson's disease In- 


volves changes In brain cells, particular- 
ly those that control movements. In 
Parkinson's disease the contracted mus- 
cles cause stiffness. The muscles that 
are contracted are those that cause the 
stooped posture characteristic of Park- 
inson's disease. The body movements are 
actually slowed because It's more diffi- 
cult to move the joints when some of the 
muscles arc stiffened. 


The disease may Involve many differ- 


ent muscle groups. Characteristically, 
the arms may become stiff, even tho 
muscles that move tho tongue and lips 
are affected, which in turn can Involve 
tho speech. The muscles of the face may 
become stiff causing the mask-like ex- 
pressionless stare of the person with 
Parkinson's disease. 


The most common tint symptom of 


Parkinson's disease Is the tremor of the 
hand. It may Involve one or both hands. 
There are many different kinds of trem- 
ors, Including those caused by ovcroctlvc 
thyroids, so tho presence of the tremor 
alone Is not proof of Parkinson's disease. 
The movement of the thumb against the 
fingers In Parkinson's disease has been 
described as a pill rolling tremor, char- 
acteristic of tho disease. Very often a 
person with this problem may bo doing 
something and simply freeze In one posi- 
tion. 


The cause for the changes In tho brain 


cells In most cases is not known. In a 
few cases, the cause Is Identifiable as 
previous encephalitis (inflammation of 
tho brain), poisoning (cither through 
drugs or toxins), and, rarely, brain tu- 
mors or other problems. Many individ- 
uals with encephalitis during an epidem- 
ic In 1018 to 1926 developed Parkinson's 
disease later. Some manifested their first 
symptom as long as 10 years after the 
episode of encephalitis. It's rare for tho 
symptoms to progress sufficiently rapid 
to disable an Individual within five years 
after tho first symptom Is first noted. It 
usually takes 10 to 20 years before the 
Individual becomes incapacitated. 


PERHAPS THE most widely popu- 


larized treatment Is the use of L-Dopa. 
Apparently It replaces some needed 
chemical substance within the affected 
brain cells so that normal function Is re- 
sumed, which In turn means the spastic- 
ily or rigidity of the over-contracted 
muscles disappears. As they relax, the 
person may return to near normal func- 
tion. Not everyone has beneflttcd from 
this medicine and some people have 
complications from It. Nevertheless, It is 
an Important addition to treatment of 
these problems. 


Other medicines have been used and 


tho whole gamut of physical therapy, In- 
cluding heat and exercises to maintain 
the full range of function for as long as 
possible. 


Brain surgery has been helpful In some 


cases, although lt'» not indicated for ev- 
erybody cither and It's not universally 


Cigarettes that 
fail standard 
may be banned 


NEWARK. N.J. (UPI) - 
Smokers 


whose cigarettes fall to meet nicotine 
and tar standards being prepared by the 
Federal Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission may find their brands missing 
from tobacco store shelves. 


Chairman Richard 0. Simpson said 


Wednesday he Is awaiting a petition from 
Congressmen calling for the commission 
to set standards for cigarettes. Ho also 
said the newly formed commission has 
the power to regulate and set standards 
for cigarettes on its own. 


That power, he said, comes under tho 


Hazardous Substances Act, which in- 
cludes "any substance" which can pro- 
duce personal injury through Ingestion, 
Inhalation Into the body. 


SPEAKING AT Newark College of En- 


gineering, Simpson said the ban could in- 
clude some or all brands which fall to 
meet maximum tar and nicotine levels 
outlined In the petition.

While officials of the eight school dis- 


tricts in the Northwest Education Coop- 
erative (NEC) computer co-op struggle 
with the problems of their organization, 
administrators in Arlington Heights Dlst. 
2S watch with neighborly concern — and 
a large measure of relief. 


Dlst. 25, with its 18 elementary and ju- 


nior high schools, Is one of two school 
districts In NEC which chose not to join 
the co-op which began in 1969. The other 
district is High School Dlst. 211, which 
has its own computer. 


During the post year, as the co-op has 


been plagued by equipment failures and 
as member districts have complained 
about a lack of service, Dlst. 25 has been 
receiving computer budgeting and bill 
paying service from Continental Bank In 


Chicago for about $1,100 a month, ac- 
cording to Business Mgr. Dan Suffoletto. 


Dist. 25 first became Involved with 


Continental Bank In 1971 when the dis- 
trict was looking for computer services 
to replace the system they had been 
sharing with High School Dlst. 214. Dlst. 
214 at that time was In the process of 
joining the NEC co-op. 


THE DISTRICT had been looking at 


the possibility of PPBS budgeting, a sys- 
tem of computer budgeting first devel- 
oped in the Department of Defense under 
Robert McNamara, Supt. Donald Strong 
explains. Continental Bank at that time 
was Interested In developing a computer 
program it could sell to school districts 
and the two sides got together. 


"Continental gave us free service for a 


year and we started working together on 


programmed budgeting," Strong says. In 
addition, the bank paid the school district 
an hourly rate for consultant time spent 
with Strong and other administrators In 
developing the program. 


The district Is now In its second year of 


paying for the program and Suffoletto 
has a computer terminal Installed in his 
office so he can communicate directly 
with Continental's equipment. The bank 
does the district's payroll and bill-paying 
and in addition provides the district with 
budget information. 


The budget information is being used 


by the school district In several ways, 
the administrators explain. "We can tell 
you what it costs to teach first grade In 
any particular school," Donald Monroe, 
director of administration and planning, 
says. "The staff can look at the budget 


and make decisions about alternative 
ways to spend the money to get results. 


"In a sense it expands the teacher's 


role Into that of a manager of a pro- 
gram." 


DIST. 25 DOES not do student class 


scheduling in junior high school by com- 
puter yet, even though some members of 
the NEC co-op are trying to do that this 
year. "That has not been one of our pri- 
orities," Strong said. 


So far, seven school districts are using 


the computer system, according to Conti- 
nental vice-president Thomas Patterson. 


Dlst. 25 officials have been pleased by 


the way the system has worked out. "We 
have the best of all possible worlds," 
Strong says. "We are in the system from 
the beginning so it's tailor made to our 
needs."

fen don't know too much about batebilt. 


They should know more, particularly 


at this time when they are In the perfect 
poilllon to profit from what has hap- 
pened to baseball players the past few 
years, and what has happened to base- 
ball players is they do not enjoy the 
enormous popularity they did, say, 20-30 
years ago. 


The reason for this Is that they've lost 


touch with those people who pay the 
freight, the fans. 


Ballplayers are offered $200, $300 and 


even WOO to make special appearances 
today, and they say no, they're too busy. 


How do you think something like that 


goes over with Joe Fan? The next time 
he thinks about shelling out K. $3 or $5 
to see • ball game, he maybe thinks 
about It some more, and says what for, If 
they can't find any time for me, I guess I 
can live without them. 


Which brings us back to the touring 


golfers. 


They have as much faith In Joe Dey, 


the commissioner of the PGA Tourna- 
ment Players Division as they have In 
any one man. 


Joe Dey is not only a man with the 


capacity to see ahead, he is a man of 
unquestioned Integrity. 


Me Is paid $7S,ooo a year as golf com- 


missioner and one of his prime functions 
Is to guide and advlie the tournament 
players. He Is really their executive lead- 
er. 


Joe Dey has had an Idea kicking 


around In the back of his mind now for a 
number of years, and he finally made it 
public the other day. 


Basically, his plan Is a triple-decker. It 


provides for three different categories. 


The first would call for IS so-called 


championship tournaments with a min- 
imum total prize money of $250,000 each. 
Under Dey's proposal, the sponsors 
would have to be guaranteed all "big 
boys" would be In the field. Such tourna- 
ments as the Los Angeles Open, the Dor-

al, Westchester Classic and USI Classic 
In Sutton, Mass., probably would be in- 
cluded in this group. 


The second category would be made up 


of what Dey calls the major tourna- 
ments, probably ones such as those held 
In Phoenix, Tucson, Jacksonville and 
New Orleans, and the minimum t total 
prlte money here would be $100,000 each. 


The top players, according to Dey, 


"would be expected to enter some of 
these tournaments, but they wouldn't be 
obligated to do so."

cities as Little Rock and Hattlesburg, 
Miss. 


Joe Dey's idea is a sound one. 
Imagine for a moment you're a spon-

All are 
tine golfers and capable of winning on 
any given Sunday, but they aren't the 
ones the galleryites come to see. 


So the sponsors putting up the money 


naturally insist on the NIcklauses, Palm- 
ers, Trevlnos, and Welskopfs. That's un- 
derstandable enough. 


Similarly, it Is understandable when a 


Nlcklaus, Palmer or Trevlno says he 
doesn't wish to play In every champion- 
ship tournament. These, by the way, 
would be in addition to such other blue 
ribbon ones as the U. S. Open, Masters 
and PGA. 


It's a stickler, with justification on 


both sides, but what It bolls down to In 
the end Is what It always has before — 
the haves on one side and the have-nots 
on the other. The have-nots are eager to 
play In as many tournaments as they 
possibly can, especially the big ones; the 
haves aren't that eager at all. 


People like Jack Nlcklaus, Arnold 


Palmer and Lee Trevlno have contrib- 
uted a lot to golf.

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Circus shenanigans 


Behind the Big Top 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


As Dolly's large ears flapped and 


fanned the calves of my legs, I kept a 
lookout for her trunk that occasionally 
caressed my red sneakers. Did she ap- 
preciate the bright color or was Dolly 
just checking to make sure I was still up 
there? 


"Like sitting astride a hair brush," 


was the forewarning I received after 
first deciding to catch the view from 
atop a pachyderm. 


Dolly's a mere child, only 8 years old, 


and perhaps that's why her backside felt 
merely prickly, not stiff and uncomfor- 
tably bristly. 


Actually, the young elephant and I 


were a small twosome compared to the 
monstrous physiques of Mysor, Calcutta, 
Minnie and 30-year-old big daddy him- 
self, Tommle. 


TOGETHER WE held tails and pa- 


raded. Pardon, the elephants held tails. I 
held on. 


The five pachyderms perform together 


as one of the featured animal acts in the 
L, N. Fleckles and Company Circus, now 
• part of the Future of America Fair at 
Arlington Park. 


And I'm convinced ... through only a 


brief encounter with several "beasts of 
the jungle," that animal tamers must 


use force, but rely more on psychology. 


"You teach your animals the meaning 


of respect just as you would your own 
children," said Baron Julius Von Uhl re- 
ferring to his household, a den of lions 
and tigers. 


Ivan Henry agrees. He travels the 


country with a trailer load of chim- 
panzees. 


Even elephants are surprising. They 


learn and respond to simple verbal com- 
mands. No additional prompting or hand 
motions are necessary. 


Once trainer Col. Lee Keener received 


on elephant to work into his act that pre- 
viously had only toured with circuses in 
Germany. 


"SHE HAD BEEN broken In German 


and that's all she knew," said Keener, 
who solved the language barrier by hav- 
ing his German maiden first watch and 
then mimic her classmates. Gradually 
she picked up an English vocabulary, 
enough for an elephant anyhow. 


Keener Is on the road 11 months out of 


the year. But his elephants don't seem to 
mind. They've never known any other 
kind of life. 


However, Keener does take pre- 


cautions to keep Dolly and the others out 
of cold drafts because elephants are 
prone to pneumonia . . . and as one 
might guess, a wheezing pachyderm is 
difficult to treat. 


Zoo elephants who have spent some 


time behind bars seldom interest cir- 
cuses because they are already too old to 
adjust to the rigors of travel. 


"Many taken from a zoo develop kid- 


ney problems from the continual juggling 
of the trucks," said Keener. (No* that I 
didn't experience my own kind of juggl- 
ing on top of Dolly.) 


TOMMIE, WHO weighs in at 9,000 


pounds and dally has his long white tusks 
rubbed down with a Brlllo pad, is the 
only full-grown male pachyderm cur- 
rently performing in a circus. 


Male elephants have a tendency to be- 


come mean and uncooperative as they 
grow older while females retain a much 
sweeter disposition. 


Tommie Is an exception. His only prob- 


lem right now Is his size. Elephants slow 
down, but they never do entirely stop 
growing and poor Tommie is just not as 
agile as he once was. Oh, those sltups. 
What a strain. 


Closer to the ground and a lot more 


cuddly, chimpanzees react very much 
like people and hence should be treated 
accordingly. That's the opinion of Ivan 
Henry who performs with three of them 
dally. 


"YOU KNOW WHAT they always say. 


. . when God made the ape he was al- 
ready a little disappointed hi man," said 


Henry who sees no difference in the 
small problems and Idiosyncracies of 
chimps than those suffered by humans. 
"They need to cry on your shoulder now 
and then just like people. 


"They occasionally get their feelings 


hurt or they can be cross and stubborn 
too," he continued. 


When one of his chimps steps out of 


line, Henry does what every normal par- 
ent would do in the same situation . . . 
takes out the paddle. 


"Of course a chimpanzee is very con- 


scious he is performing," continued Hen- 
ry, who is the fourth generation in his 
family to become a circus performer. 


HENRY HAS ONE small sensitive ac- 


tor that turns his back on the audience 
unless he hears applause. 


"He will continue to do what I tell him 


to, but he Isn't happy unless he knows 
the audience is pleased. Animals, too, 
must learn to enjoy their work. I try to 
Instill that in my chimpanzees." 


Unliki many circus performers and 


trainers, Baron Julius Von Uhl was not 
born into the business. Son of a Budapest 
surgeon, he went to the circus one day at 
the Impressionable age of 6 and was duly 
taken with the lion tamer. 


"I said to myself... that's what I'm 


going to be when I grow up," said the 
Baron concerning his career choice. 


Julius performs with six male lions 


and two tigers, one male and one female. 
It's not that he Intends to discriminate 
but male cats, though harder to work 
with, are more ferocious and thus great- 
er crowd pleasers. 


"SOME LIKE ME, some don't. But 


they all know they have to work," said 
Julius about his clan. 


"It's the same at an office, Isn't it? 


Some people like their boss, others don't, 
but they all do their job. Only, it's diffi- 
cult to fire a lion. 


"If they don't feel good you must find 


out why. If they fight among themselves 
you must act as referee. But always, no 
matter what, I am top cat. And they 
know it," he continued. 


"If you don't teach a young child the 


meaning of respect he's going to grow up 
to be a juvenile delinquent. I raise my 
cats the same way. If they don't respect 
tme, they are going to eat me up," contin- 
ued Julius. - 


As the Baron walked down the row of 


cages greeting his "friends and 
enemies" as he calls them, he walked up 
close enough to allow one lion, Cary, to

lick his face, while two other further 
down the line bared their teeth and 
roared. 


"SEE HOW THOSE two hate me," he 


said totally unconcerned, almost sneer- 
ing back at his captives. 


Julius travels with 15 cats, a dog, a pet 


chimpanzee and two ponies. When not on 
the road he lives in Akron, Ohio, and 
trains police dogs for a living. 


Back hi the Baron's trailer it was feed- 


Ing time for the three S-week-old tigers 
who weren't much taller than a Persian 
cat but equipped with much larger paws 
and a distinctly louder, more challenging 
meow, 


Julius fed them by bottle a mixture of 


Gerber's baby food (beef) and special 
cat's milk. 


"It's the third Utter I've raised in cap- 


tivity. Their life can't be all bad, eh," he 
laughed adding that when the tigers were 
first born, it was necessary to feed them 
every two hours night and day. 


"PLUS THREE shows a day. I still 


have a good personality. I don't know 


just about, anyhow." Sharing the 
! 


spotlight is Solan Henry, five-year- 
' 


old son of the animal trainer. A kiss 
from a chimp means nothing to him. 
', 


how I do It," he chuckled. 


Yet why not let the real mother take 


over? "Please, she is a working moth- 
er," he joked. The real reason for sepa- 
rating the cats is a fear that the mother 
might accidentally roll over and kill one. 
It has happened before. 


Once the cats are old enough they will 


join Julius in the ring. Yet he claims that 
jungle cats are actually easier to train 
and are far more trustworthy than the 
animals he raises from birth. 


Those captured from the wilds retain 


an inbred fear for humans while domes- 
ticated cats, raised around people, have 
no fear. They will strike and kill without 
prior warning. 


"You could surround yourself with 


lions in the jungle and there's a 99 per 
cent chance you could walk out without 
being mauled," said Julius. 


I SWALLOWED hard and answered, "I 


for one would never care to test per- 
centages. Five-week-old tigers are fine, 
just fine. Nothing larger, please, unless 
there are tall, steel bars in-between. But 
I'll surely ride an elephant whenever of- 
fered the chance,"

try/folk music Is "Valley HI" (Elcktra 
EKS-7MG1), the latest solo album by Ian 
Matthews.

The basic similarity Is In high quality

It seems each time he finds suc- 
cess with o certain musical format, ho 
abandons It to find another. 


This Is a fine album. One in which 


each song has something to recommend 
It; although, my favorites arc "7 Bridges

Man At the Mill." Matthews, who plays 


guitar, Is helped by N'esmlth, Danny 
Lane and David Barry among others.

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LOOK WHAT LADY LONG LEGS DID! 
When Lady Long Legs wants to feed her family, she 


starts to spin. Her silky web is made from a special 
liquid that comes from her spinneret. These silk strands 
catch tasty insects that venture too close. 


It's fun lo study Mrs. Long Legs' handiwork. One of 


the prettiest webs is the wheel-shaped orb web made 
by the garden spider. You may find one on a bush, 
fence or low tree branch. It hangs up and down to 
catch flying insects. Wait quietly nearby to see what 
happens when one flies into the trap. 


The spider may save him for a future meal by spin- 


ning silk threads around him. Or she may sting him and 
enjoy her snack on the spot. The male spider rounds up 
his own mcals-and sometimes makes a tasty meal for 
the female spider. 


Early on a summer morning, you may find a lacy web 


shining with dew on the grass. It was probably made by 
a grass spider. She waits for insects to tumble in her 
funnel-shaped web. Triangular webs in bushes or low 
tree branches are usually made by a triangle spider. 
And those cobwebs near the ceiling in your house are 
spun by a house spider. 


Sometimes spiders bite, so don't pick them up. It's 


also Important not to kill them, since they are helpful 
friends. They eat many pesty insects that spread disease 
and harm growing things.

Developers laying ground work 
Apartment plans under way 
despite Strong Street fight 


While W. Strong Street residents con- 


tinue their battle against the six-flat 
apartment buildings of developer Victor 
Smlgel, other developers are making 
plans to build apartments in the some 
area. 


Bill Blcbcr, director of tuildlng and 


zoning, said he has received requests for 
Information on building permits for the 
area. Ho said that if developers meet vil- 
lage requirements, his department will 
grant pcrmlu for that land which is not 
currently under litigation. 


According to Blcbcr, (he land under 


litigation Is limited to the 47 lots re- 
zoned for apartments in 1072. Residents 
challenged that zoning and are in the 
process of appealing a court decision up- 
holding It. 


The remainder of the Strong Street 


property was rczoncd for apartments 
this spring while the original rezonlng 
was being challenged In court. The vil- 
lage requested a continuation In the suit 


hearings and rezoned the remaining 
Strong Street lots, thus nullifying the 
residents' spot zoning charge, 


Blcbcr said he has been contacted on 


the lots affected by the second rezonlng. 
He said since these lots are not under 
litigation, his department con issue 
building permits. 


ATTORNEY JOHN M. Burke, repre- 


senting the Strong Street residents, sold 
yesterday that both rezonlngs are includ- 
ed in the suit >ow before the appellate 
court. 


"After they rezoned the entire area, we 


objected to that zoning, and it was so 
entered Into evidence," he sold. "We're 
appealing the whole thing. If a reversal 
Is made by the appellate court stating 
the zoning is unreasonable, that zoning 
could be reversed as well." 


Thus, Burke said any construction of 


apartments In the area would not affect 
the residents' appeal. "The only problem 
Is if the zoning is held unreasonable, the 


developer is in a big stew. He's gam- 
bling," he said. "He should know about 
the pending litigation." 


Burke said he does not expect any rul- 


ing from the appellate court for some 
time. "We're a good six months away 
from oral arguments," he said. "First I 
go with briefs, then the other side has 
similar time — 35 days — to file briefs. 
Then I have the opportunity to file a 
reply brief. Then you'd have your oral 
arguments several months after that." 


THE LAWYER said he was unsure 


what action the court would take on con- 
struction in the area if the zoning is over- 
turned. He said, however, the first judge' 
who sat on the case indicated that all 
buildings would have to be torn down if 
the zoning is reversed. 


Maureen Pitt, 294 W. Strong St., one of 


the residents involved in the suit, said 
she was not overly concerned about de- 
velopers building before the suit is set- 
tled. She said the matter was adequately 
covered In the court appeal.

Children will not be inter- 
viewed without an appointment.

the state for the project. One ordinance 
prohibits any parking In the Intersection, 
while the agreement provides that the 
village will pay 25 per cent of the 
maintenance costs.

Driving will be Laborious

About two million persons are 


expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend in 
tho annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And If Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and s o m e construction bot- 
tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially If they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 0 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen -said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago,' to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollvray 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be In effect. 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It Is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest 
head- 


ache. Only one lane In either di- 
rection wUl be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised'to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass • the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get'them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook Is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is ex- 
pecting an Increase In passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located. 


Those not wanting to go 


through the'hassle didn't have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there.

Police said the shooting resulted from 


a feud between the two over the use of a 
Jaguar sports car they shared. Both men 
worked as auto mechanics at Laurel Mo- 
tors in suburban Westmont and Klein 
had reportedly used the car to go to work 
that day without Schmidt. 


Klein was shot just after he returned 


home from work before 6:30 p.m. Police 
were alerted to the Incident by a building 
resident, one of several who told police 
they heard the gunblasts.

New auto dealer 
ready by next year 


If plans go according to schedule 


Grand-Spauldlng Dodge's new auto fran- 
chise planned for Buffalo Grove should 
be operating by this time next year. 


Lcn Krause, president, said his com- 


pany Is attempting to set up a timetable 
that will enable them to open for busi- 
ness about the time the widening and 
paving of Dundee Road is completed. Ho 
said Grand-Spauldlng docs not want '.o 
open while the road construction is golig 
on became it could hurt business. 


Officials from the Illinois Division of 


Highways have said although they ho|>e 
to finish road construction by November, 
It could be held up by bad weather ord 
might not be completed until next sum- 
mer. 


THE FRANCHISE, which will be lo- 


cated on an eight-acre site at (he south- 
cast corner of Arlington Heights and 
Dundee roads Is expected to.gcncrate ad- 
ditional tax revenue for the village. 


Krause estimated (ho new dealership 


will do about $17 million In business an- 
nually, thus generating about $170,000 in 
sales tax revenue for the village. "We're 
looking to do about the same volume of 
business in Buffalo Grove as we are now 
doing at our Chicago dealership," 
Krauso said. 


Grand-Spauldlng plans to keep Its orig- 


inal dealership at 3300 W. Grand Avc. 
open after the Buffalo Grove franchise Is 
operating, ho said. "We feel wo can oper- 
ate in both places successfully," ho 
added. 


Although enthusiastic about the deal- 


ership coming to Buffalo Grove, Village 
Mgr. Daniel Larson said he doubts the 
franchise will generate $170,000 in sales 
tax revenue, at least Initially. He esti- 
mates tho franchise will generate from 
$30,000 to $40,000 a year. 


Larson said his estimate Is based on 


tho assumption Grand-Spauldlng will do 
an annual volume between $3 million and 
ft million. The village would get 1 per 
cent of the annual volume In sales tax, 
Larson said. 


Larson said part of the reason he feels 


the sales tax revenue will be lower is 
because Grand-Spauldlng sells many cars 
to government agencies which do not pay 
sales lax. In addition to selling cars to 
the Buffalo Grove Police Department, 
Grand-Spauldlng has also been a major 
supplier to the Chicago and state police 
departments. 


Another source of tax revenue will 


come through the sale of village stickers 
to Grand-Spauldlng for cars It will be 


•/ 


leasing. Krause said his company plans 
to expand its auto leasing to tho Buffalo 
Grove location. 


Krause said the new dealership will 


consist of one building with a showroom, 
service facilities and a ports and ac- 
cessory store. Tho franchise will sell 
outos and small trucks, he said. 


With the new franchise, Krauso said, 


Grand-Spauldlng, which Is now tho larg- 
est Dodge dealer in tho Midwest and the 
fourth largest In the United States, could 
become tho largest anywhere. 


IN 1071, the village approved the deal- 


ership and gave tho Chrysler Corp. three 
years to develop tho franchise. Grand- 
Spauldlng has about another year to 
start construction before the agreement 
is void.

Police say escaped snake 
definitely not poisonous 


The inside story 
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Buffalo Grove police said yesterday 


they ore now positive the snake skin ex- 
amined earlier this week Is that of a 
harmless rat snake and not a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


Police made their announcement after 


the owner of tho escaped snake, Gene 
Cowling, 18 of Wheeling and Its keeper, 
David Pearson, 18, of Buffalo Grove 
went through several hours of He detec- 
tor tests. 


According to Police Chief Harry 


Walsh, the skin given to experts at 
Brookficld Zoo was positively that of the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pur- 
chased In a suburban pet store for $17. 
Walsh said, however, the test also 
showed that the two youths believed they 
owned a Cobra. 


Walsh said the tests, called psy- 


chological-polygraph tests, were taken by 
the youths voluntarily. He said they 
agreed to tests to show that the skin ex- 
amined was actually taken from the es- 
caped snake. He added that tests showed 
the youths were not playing a joke in 
saying they believed a Cobra escaped. 


Tho tests are reportedly the most ad- 


vanced way of giving lie detector exam- 
inations, according to police officials.

son faces a court date on a charge of 
disorderly conduct and a bill for the ex- 
penses incurred by the village during a 
three-day search for the missing snake, 
before discovering it was non-poisonous.

If it can- 
not do so It should sue the owner of the 
home from where the snake escaped — 
in this case Pearson's father. 


Mahoney also said he did not propose 


the resolution because of negligence on 
Pearson's part but because keeping 
snakes In Buffalo Grove Is against vil- 
lage ordinances. Thus, the village should 
not be responsible for the cost of the 
search. 


Pearson said Wednesday that he will 


not pay the bill because he had contacted 
Buffalo Grove several weeks ago to see 
If the snake was illegal. He also said he 
offered to get rid of the snake if it was 
illegal and was not told to do so. 


Police have said they did not tell Per- 


son to get rid of the snake because of 
"bad Information" from state sources 
who said the snake was legal.

'About two million persons are 
expected to flee Chicago .and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend in 
the annual. Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cade- lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And if Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic Jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and some construction 
bot- 


tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially if they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will'be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan , and 
In- 


diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be in effect 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and hi some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin DeHs. 


It is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest head- 
ache. Only one lane in either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes Is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed In 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
Improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of. 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is e«- 
peeling an increase in passtm- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase in pas* 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located.

Walker signs controversial bill 
'Battle of park districts' 
looms over trade center 


by BOB GALLAS 


It appears the "battle of the park dis- 


tricts" will be going to the courts. 111. 
House Bill 834 was signed Tuesday by 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The bill will allow property owners to 


disconnect from one park district and an- 
nex to another adjacent district that is 
more representative of the municipality 
In which the property is located. 


If the park district from which the 


properly owner Is disconnecting contests 
the action, a decision will be made in 
Circuit Court. Both sides Involved will 
submit their cases In writing to a judge. 


The biggest battle seems to be shaping 


up between the Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove park districts. Between the 
two villages Is a 120-acre site In an unin- 
corporated area In the Elk Grove Park 
District that might bo the site of the Chi- 
cago-0'Harc International Trade Center. 


The center could mean approximately 


$7S,000 a year or more to the park dis- 
trict in which It's located. 


AT A SPECIAL meeting of the Elk 


Grove Park Board last night, board 
member Ed Hauscr, speaking on behalf 
of the board, pledged a "fight to the 
highest court" If the bill was signed. 
Homer also criticized Arlington Park 
District board member Kay Mullcr, who 
wants to annex the Klehm properly to 
help make the Arlington Heights Park 
District boundaries coincide with the vil- 
lage limits. Such a move would allow the 
park district to become part of the vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


"The Illinois Park District Code has 


made Illinois one of the best states In the 
nation In the area of recreation," said 
Hauser. "We do a better job as a sepa- 


rate taxing body. If that's her (Mrs. Mul- 
ler's) philosophy, I feel sorry for the 
people of Arlington Heights and the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District." 


Mrs. Muller said yesterday she didn't 


claim the move was best in every case, 
but thought it was in the best interest of 
Arlington Heights, which is her main 
concern. 


Mrs. Muller said putting the park dis- 


trict as part of the village of Arlington 
Heights would be much more feasible 
than raising Arlington Heights property 
taxes even higher. 


The owner of the property, Charles 


Klehm, has already said he plans to dis- 
connect from the Elk Grove Park Dis- 
trict If such a move would become legal- 
ly possible. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights Plan Com- 


mission has recommended the village 
board approve Klehm's request for an- 
nexation to Arlington Heights. 


According to Tom Thornton, director of 


parks and recreation for the Arlington 
Heights Park District, the park board 
has already asked the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission to require the property 
be annexed to the Arlington park district 
if the bill Is signed. 


Elk Grove Village officials are oppos- 


ing the annexation on the grounds that 
the Northwest Tollway ha? been the 
boundary between Elk Grove Village and 
A r l i n g t o n Heights by "gentleman's 
agreement" for years. Elk Grove Vil- 
lage's master plan, drawn when the vil- 
lage was started IB years ago, and Ar- 
lington Heights' master plan, drawn In 
19J9, both show the tollwoy as the bound- 
ary between the two villages.

Riot? Maybe, 
and police 
are ready

RIOT! The word is ugly, the event 


even worse. A mob of screaming people, 
bent on rampant destruction, must be 
stopped. Who Is called to quell a riot? 
The local police department. 


Elk Grove Village police recently fin- 


ished a session of riot control training for 
every member of the department. Using 
special batons and wearing riot helmets, 
the officers learned offensive and defen- 
sive maneuvers, special riot control for- 
mations and other techniques they hope 
they never have to sse. 


"If we're needed, we have to be 


ready," said Lt. William Kohnke. "In a 
riot, cops are the first ones to be criti- 
cized if they are disorganized." 


The training classes were conducted at 


the Elk Grove High School fieldhouse. 
About 20 men participated in the two 
three-hour sessions. 


Kohnke, in charge of the training, ad- 


mitted the sessions were not enough to 
fully train the department. Additional 
training, at more frequent sessions, is de- 
sirable, but the problem with having 
more training is a familiar one — lack of 
money. 


"WE CAN'T TAKE men from the 


street force for training," said Kohnke. 
"We use the off-duty men, but we have 
to pay them overtime and it gets ex- 
pensive." 


The training was similar to a military 


drill session. The men were assembled in 
a squad, orders were given by a squad 
leader and the men were trained to act 
together as a team. 


The only significant difference between 


the police training and a military drill is 
that police were slightly less formal than 
a drill sergeant would have liked. 


Although the training is a serious busi- 


ness, the session had its comical mo- 
ments. 


On one occasion, Detective Richard 


Rusch was marching the squad, shoul- 
der-to-shoulder, 18 abreast, across the 
field house. As anyone who has been In 
the military knows, when you want to 
stop a squad of men who are marching, 
the command is "squad, halt." 


Rusch forgot the command. The men 


were within a few feet of marching into a 
wall and Rusch did not know how to stop 
them. Finally he just called out, "Hey

Driving will be Laborious

About two million persons are 


expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend in 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction 
barri- 


cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And if Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and some construction bot- 
tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially if they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 'p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be In ef'ect. 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and hi some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest 
bead- 


ache. Only one lane in either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which Is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed hi 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is ex- 
pecting an increase in passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located. 


Those not wanting to go 


through the hassle didn't have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there.

The gas supply 
was supposed to arrive Friday, he said, 
but It didn't come. Wednesday, he said 
some gas wai being delivered and the 
supplier promised to deliver 0,000 gallons 
by Sept. l. 


Slater said he Isn't worried that the 


district's 88 buses will roll on Tuesday 
morning. But, he said, (here Is u short- 
age of gasoline and the district won't be 
able to buy as much gas as It did last 
year. Both suppliers have promised 90 
per cent of last year's allocation. 


Teachers will have to cut down on the 


number of field trips for students to 
moke up the difference, said Slater. If 
the supply runs short the district will 
have to make some other cutbacks, he 
said. 


MEANWHILE THREE new gasoline 


storage tanks that the district recently 
purchased for $28,000 are empty. Two 
tanks, one holding 2,000 gallons at Pala- 
tine High School and one for 10,000 gal- 
lons at Hoffman Estates High School, 
were Installed underground this summer 
and a third, holding 10,000 gallons, will

The tanks were purchased for the sake

Police: snake definitely not harmful 


Buffalo Grove police said yesterday 


they are now positive the snake skin ex- 
amined earlier this week is that of a 
harmless rot snake and not a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


Police made their announcement after 


the owner of the escaped snake, Gene 
Cowling, 18 of Wheeling and Its keeper, 
David Pearson, IB, of Buffalo Grove 
went through several hours of lie detec- 
tor tests. 
, 


According to Police Chief 
Harry 


Walsh, the skin given to experts at 
Brookfield Zoo was positively that of the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pur- 
chased In a suburban pet store for $17. 
Walsh said, however, the test also 
showed that the two youths believed they 
owned a Cobra. 


Walsh said the tests, called 
psy- 


chological-polygraph tests, were taken by 
the jouths voluntarily. He said they 
agreed to tests to show that the skin ex- 
amined was actually taken from the es- 
caped snake. He added that tests showed 
the youths were not playing a joke in 
saying they believed a Cobra escaped. 


The tests are reportedly the most ad- 


vanced way of giving lie detector exam- 
inations, according to police officials. 


DESPITE THE tests, however, Pear- 


son faces a court date on a charge of 
disorderly conduct and a bill for the ex- 
penses incurred by the village during a 
three-day search for the missing snake, 
before discovering it was non-poisonous 


Yesterday, Village Trustee Thomas 


Mohoney told the Herald that if the bill 
Is not paid, Pearson's father may face a 
civil suit from the village to recover 
damages. 


Mahoney proposed a resolution Mon- 


day night saying the village should try to 
recover the cost of the search. If it can- 
not do so it should sue the owner of the 
home from where the snake escaped — 
In this case Pearson's father. 


Mahoney also said he did not propose 


the resolution because of negligence on 
Pearson's part but because keeping 
snakes in Buffalo Grove is against vil- 
lage ordinances. Thus, the village should 


not be responsible for the cost of the 
search. 


Pearson said Wednesday that he will 


not pay the bill because he had contacted 
Buffalo Grove several weeks ago to see 
if the snake was illegal. He also said he 
offered to get rid of the snake if it was 
Illegal and was not told to do so. 


Police have said they did not tell Per- 


son to get rid of the snake because of 
"bad information" from state sources 
who said the snake was legal.

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Officials yield to protests 
Tax break in lieu of trash 
bags for businesses, condos 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


P a l a t i n e businessmen and con- 


domlnlum owners may not get any free 
garbage bags from the village, but they 
will get some sort of equivalent tax re- 
fund. 


That was the pledge made yesterday 


by Village Pr«. Wendell E. Jones In re- 
sponse to a Herald article Indicating 
some condominium owners consider the 
village's decision to distribute free bags 
to homeowners, but not to them, as dis- 
criminatory. 


Jones said he Instructed Acting Village 


Mgr. James Bennett "to investigate 
ways In which wo can produce equity" In 
the free bag distribution program, such 
as paying toward garbage pickup. 


The equity would amount to j 17.50 per 


taxpayer — the amount homeowners are 
receiving In the form of free bags — and 
Is expected to cost the village $108,000. 


Jones said he had "not received many 


complaints" about the free bag program 
as It is currently set up, "but I can see 
their point." 


Ironically, Jones cast the tie-breaking 


vote June 18 in favor of distributing a 
year's supply of 200 free garbage bags to 
Palatine homeowners. 


TRUSTEES WHO opposed the pro- 


gram, Clayton W. Brown, James L. Shaw 
and Fred H. Zajonc, contended the pro- 
gram may bo discriminatory because It 
does not provide a service for taxpayers 
besides homeowners, such as owners of 
businesses, industries and con- 
dominiums. In addition, residents who 
receive back door garbage pickup and do 
not use garbage bags were not included 
In the program. 


Homeowners account for 40 per cent of 


the taxpayers In Palatine, and It has 
been estimated that providing free gar- 
bage bags to them will cost the village 
172,000. 


Extending similar service to the re- 


maining 60 per cent of the taxpayers 
would cost the village an additional 
$108,000. 


Jones and other Republican members 


of the village board had pledged during 
last spring's election campaign to refund 
In cosh the equivalent of last year's tax 
increase, which amounted to 6 cents per 


$100 assessed valuation. 


The paperwork Involved in processing 


the refund was considered prohibitively 
high, however, and the trustees opted for 


free garbage bag distribution for a year 
as a substitute. 


The free distribution is scheduled to 


begin this fall. 


Arlington Park commuter 
station opens tomorrow 


The new commuter station at Arlington 


Park Race Track officially opens tomor- 
row. 


Virtually every Chicago and North 


Western commuter train that now stops 
in Palatine and Arlington Heights also 
will stop at Arlington Park. 


Passengers boarding trains at Arling- 


ton Park will have to catch their train 
three to four minutes earlier than before, 
but all riders will arrive In Chicago at 
the usual time. 


New timetables are available at all 


North Western stations. 


The race track has provided parking 


for 800 cars next to the new depot. Two 
entrances to the parking area have been 
marked. One Is off of Wilkc Road and the 
other leads from Rohlwing Road. The all- 
day parking fee will be 50 cents. 


Officials hope the new station stop 


eventually will relieve congestion around 
the downtown Arlington Heights depot. 


THE VILLAGE OF Arlington Heights 


spent $100,000 to build the depot. The 
railroad Invested $120,000 in track and 
platform work and the race track spent 
$80,000 on the parking lot. 


The Arlington Purk depot was agreed 


upon in 1969 nt the time the annexation 
agreement was signed between Arlington 
Heights and the race track. 


Trains have been stopping at Arlington 


Park during the summer racing seasons 
and now for the Future of America Fair, 
but the station building and parking lot 
will open for the first time tomorrow. 


Commuters from Arlington Heights, 


Rolling Meadows, P&latine, Elk Grove 
Village and Schaumburg are expected to 
be the heaviest users of the new stop.

Teachers In Palatine-Rolling Mcadons 


Dlst. IS will be returning to the class- 
room on Tuesday without a contract for 
the 1973-74 school year. 


There has been no threat of n teachers' 


strike and classes are expected to go on 
at the same time as negotiations. 


Contract negotiations were suspended 


on May 30 after only four meetings and 
will not resume until Thursday at 8 p.m. 
The lapse between negotiations sessions 
has been attributed to summer vacations 
and research by the Classroom Teachers 
Council (CTC) to determine the school 


district's ability to pay teachers. 


Salaries are the major obstacle to set- 


tlement of the negotiations. In a five- 
point package presented to the board at 
the first negotiations session, the CTC 
team requested a $537,000 increase in the 
present salary schedule updated one 
year. Details on the distribution of the 
increase have not been released. 


The board has frozen all teacher sala- 


ries at last year's level until a contract is 
ratified. This means the beginning salary 
for teachers with a bachelor's degree is 
$7,730.

Train depot 
here to stay 
busy as ever 


The Palatine train depot will remain 


as busy as ever even after the Arlington 
Park Race Track depot Is opened this 
weekend. 


Most commuters appear to be sticking 


with the Palatine station rather than 
switching to the new station at the race 
track, now that It will be open on a year- 
round basis. 


Though the new station is primarily In- 


tended to relieve congestion at the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. station in 
Arlington Heights, it had been believed 
that many residents of eastern Palatine, 
particularly the Willow Creek and Ar- 
lington Crest sections and parts of the 
Palanols Park and Winston Park subdi- 
visions, would board the train at the race 
track. 


However, monthly parking sticker 


sales for September are running as high 
as usual for the Palatine station. 


As of yesterday, 441 of 500 spaces in 


Municipal Lot No. 9 had been rented for 
the month, and all 128 spaces in Lot No. 
1. 


The decision by most commuters to 


continue going to the Palatine station 
may have been prompted by convenience 
— having a guaranteed parking space 
rather than shelling out change each day 
— as well as economics. 


Commuters can save $1.60 a month by 


parking their cars and boarding the train 
in Palatine rather than at the race track. 


A MONTHLY parking pass costs Pala- 


tine residents $7 (parking is also avail- 
able by meters at 50 cents a day). Park- 
ing at the race track is on a daily basis, 
at 50 cents a day, or a total of $10 for a 
regular month of 20 working days. 


The train ticket, however, is cheaper 


from the race track. The monthly fare 
between Palatine and Chicago is $39; be- 
tween the race track and Chicago, it's 
$37.60. 


The overall cost, then, is $46 a month 


from Palatine and $47.60 from the race 
track. 


The race track depot may prove at- 


tractive to non-Palatine residents, mostly 
from Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
who currently use the Palatine train sta- 
tion. They pay $10 a month to park in 
Palatine — the same amount they would 
pay at the race track — and would come 
out ahead, dollar-wise, by boarding the 
train closer to Chicago. 


Some 825 parking spaces will be pro- 


vided at the new depot.

About two million persons are 


expected to flee Chicago and Its 
suburbs this holiday weekend In 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And if Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. • 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, It will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and s o m e construction bot- 
tlenecks will moke driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially if they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be In effect 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It Is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest head- 
ache. Only one lane In either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There Is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is ex- 
pecting an increase in passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for Instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase'in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, whero the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located. 


Those not wattling to go 


through the hassle didn't have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there.

Township, Is the result of nearly a year 
of study and planning by a committee 
appointed by township officials last Octo- 
ber. 


Township social worker Glnny Johnson 


came to township auditors last Septem- 
ber, telling them of the need for a full- 
time facility, particularly for women who 
must be on welfare because they have no 
place to leave their children while they 
work. 


Response to the program has been so

on the $19.60 a day supplied by the Illi- 
nois Department of Children and Family 
Services. He said it costs about $40 a day 
to run the operation and that a state offi- 
cial told him by telephone yesterday that 
the state could not renegotiate the sub- 
sidy until January. 


"This means Mr. Blowltz (Milroy R. 


Blowitz, owner of the ranch on 18 acres 
next to the Deer Grove Forest Preserve) 
will lose $16,000 more by then ... and he 
told us he cannot afford to do that." He 
added that within two weeks the 12 boys, 
ranging in age from 13 to 17 years old, 
will have to be moved to other facilities. 
He said state officials were given the 
two-week notice yesterday. 


Blowitz could not be reached for com- 


ment.

"a tremendous rate already" and he said 
he doubted that $40 would be granted 
even in January. "We had planned to im- 
plement a new residential rate system 
Sept. 1," he said, but because there were 
so many complaints on the formula being 
used, state officials decided to reevaluate 
the proposed system and delay any new 
funding until the first of next year. 


The announcement that MRB will 


close, is the very statement most other 
agencies use when they are unsatisfied 
with state funding, Lambert said. He in- 
dicated that most of the facilities do not 
actually close but merely threaten to do 
so. 


The MRB Ranch opened last August 


for emotionally disturbed boys who are 
wards of the state. The boys live In brick 
cottages located next to residence for the 
Blowitz family. 


Although the school is ready to start 


Tuesday, people working with the center 
are still looking for kitchen utensils and 
washable blankets to add to the school. 
And reliable volunteers are needed for 
once-a-wcek help at the school during the 
busiest hours, 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Interest-

THE CHILD care center is being fi- 


nanced through a local bank loan and 
possibly state and federal aid.

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Residential zoning boxes them in 
10 homeowners say they 
live in a 'commercial zoo'

When William Grismcr decided to 


build 10 single-family homes on Golf 
Road near Algonquin Road In (ho early 
1930s, tho land surrounding him was open 
country. 


Today those homes sit on an Isolated 


residential Island amid an ocean of 
stores, apartment buildings, and In- 
dustries. Grismcr and his nine neighbors 
would like to move from the site and sell 
their collective eight acres to developers, 
who are eager to take advantage of the 
commercial potential of tho land. 


Tho only thing standing In the way Is a 


Rolling Meadows zoning ordinance which 
says tho eight acres can only bo used for 
single-family dwelling. City officials say 
they agree the land should logically be a 
commercial site, but last month they 
turned down a proposal to change the 
zoning because they said they would then 
have no control over what kinds of busi- 
nesses might be built on the site. 


That decision has apparently sentenced 


the homeowners to a long life In what 
Grismcr calls a commercial zoo. 


"We're like orphans sitting In the 


middle of a three-ring circus," Grismer 
told city officials last week. But In order 
to appeal the council's decision, the 10 
homeowners would have to petition again 
for a rczoning hearing. The disheartened 
homeowners, however, have little fight 
left In them, according to Grismer. 


"I think the people are tired," Grismer 


said. He said a court battle to get the 
land rczoned could bo possible, but the 
homeowners don't have the money it 
would take to pursue a court fight.

Grismer 
blames the city for the loss because he 
says the city initiated plans to rezone the 
land this year, led the residents to be- 
1 }ve the land would be rezoned, and then 
changed Its mind. 


"THEY STARTED the thing and then 


they buried it," he said of the city. 


Unless the land is zoned for com- 


mercial use, the value of the property is 
little because it is no longer suited for 
residential use, Grismer said. "Who 
would wont to buy it? It's unbearable," 
he said. 


If they cannot sell their land, Grismer 


said tho residents "will probably stay 
there until they can't stand it anymore." 
"I'm going to rent mine out," he said of 
his home. "I've got three other houses in 
Rolling Meadows so I don't have to leave 
tho city. I'm not mad *t the city," he 
added, "I'm just mad at the people run- 
ning it."

expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend in 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And If Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised io leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during tho Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and s o m e construction bot- 
tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially if they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 antes will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be in effect. 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 In 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It Is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest bead- 
ache. Only one lain In either dl-' 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells, According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There Is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has, determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook Is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is ex- 
pecting an increase in passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for Instance, expects about a 
three per cent Increase in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials 
estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located.

ter opens Its doors to 20 preschoolers 
Tuesday, for the first full day of oper- 
ation. 


Youngsters from both needy and aver- 


age Income working families will start In 
the day school, located In the Presby- 
terian Church of Palatine, Rohlwlng and 
Palatine roads. 


The two full-time teachers and their 


volunteers In the school, plan to organize 
specific areas of the large playroom for 
art, bomemaking, music and science. 
There's a nap room, with a cot for each 
child. Downstairs In the church, the chil- 
dren will have two snacks and a hot 
lunch every day. 


The center, formally called the Com- 


munity Child Care Center of Palatine 
Township, Is the result of nearly a year 
of study and planning by a committee 
appointed by township officials last Octo- 
ber. 


Township social worker Glnny Johnson 


came to township auditors last Septem- 
ber, telling them of the need for a full- 
time facility, particularly for women who 
must be on welfare because they have no 
place to leave their children while they 
work. 


Response to the program has been so 


good that Mrs. Johnson said she has a 
waiting list. But at least in the begin- 
ning, the center will be kept at 20 chil- 
dren. The facilities at the Presbyterian 
church an accommodate a maximum of 
60 children In the center.

Students to pay to ride 
buses or ivalk to school

Many students will have to come up 


with $30 a year bus fare or fend for 
themselves along narrow shoulders and 
across busy streets this year to get to 
Palatine Hills Junior High School. 


The Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlsl. IS 


Board of Education tins reaffirmed Its 
policy of not providing free bus trans- 
portation to students within a mile nnd a 
half of the school they attend. The policy 
calls for bus transportation to be made 
available for $15 a term to these students 
If there Is already a bus going through 
the area. 


The question of free versus paid bus 


transportation was raised at a board 
meeting Wednesday when parents asked 
the fee be waived for students In the Pal- 
atine Hills attendance area because'"the 
complete lock of facilities for walking 
make It prohibitive." 


The parents, about SO strong and 


armed with petitions, asked the board to 
cither provide free bus transportation for 
the 334 student* living within a mile and 
a half of the school or provide safe walk- 
ways to the school. 


"The psychology of a great number of 


us Is we ore willing to have the kids walk 
and the kids would prefer to walk or ride 
their bikes but (here Is no way we con let 
our children walk on Smith Street In the 
condition It Is In," said Sue Braun of 304 
N. Schiller, representing the older homes 
south of Northwest Highway. 


Russell Bramwcll, of 910 Martin Dr., 


representing Lake Park Estates and Pal- 
atine Park, said he had walked to the 
school and the gravel shoulder along 
Smith Street varied from three Inches to 
a maximum of four feet. He reported the 
street was 194 feet wide leaving little 
room for the students (o walk on either 
the shoulder or street. 


PARENTS ALSO objected to having 


their children cross either Northwest 
Highway or Hicks Road, both which have 
SO m.p.h. speed zones and no traffic 
lights, to get to Smith Road. 


(A temporary traffic light will be In- 


stalled at the Intersection of Northwest 
Highway and Smith Street this winter. 
The Palatine Police Department has 
agreed to supervise the Intersection until 
the traffic light is Installed.) 


Shirley Munson of 639 N. Benton, 


spokesman for Northvlew subdivision 
outlined several reasons she thought the 
fee should be waived, These included no 
area for walking on Smith Street, lack of 
a traffic light at Northwest Highway and 
Smith, Increased traffic flow on Smith 
Street because of bus storage at the new 


school, the large number of students af- 
fected, the fact exceptions to the rule 
have been made in the past, poor visibil- 
ity on the road due to steep slopes and 
increased hazards during rain and snow. 


Roger Parsons, president of Kenll- 


wlcke Homeowners, argued even though 
there would be sidewalks along Smith 
Street from Cunningham south to the 
school, free transportation should be pro- 
vided because of the danger in crossing 
Hicks Road.

JOHN LAMBERT, deputy director- 


management for the Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services, told the Her- 
ald yesterday a new formula for figuring 
reimbursements will delay new funds to 
all children and family service agencies 
in the state until Jan. 1. He said that if 
the MRB Ranch closes its doors the chil- 
dren there would be moved to other In- 
stitutions. He termed the local home "a 
fairly good agency" adding he hoped the 
facility remains open until new funding 
guidelines ore set up. 


The $10,60 received by MRB officials Is

Police say escaped snake 
definitely not poisonous 


Buffalo Grove police said yesterday 


they are now positive the snake skin ex- 
amined earlier this week is that of a 
harmless rat snake and not a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


Police made their announcement after 


the owner of thn escaped snake, Gene 
Cowling, 18 of Wheeling and Its keeper, 
David Pearson, 18, of Buffalo Grove 
went through several hours of lie detec- 
tor tests. 


According to Police Chief Harry 


Walsh, the skin given to experts at 
Brookfleld Zoo was positively that of the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pur- 
chased in a suburban pet store for $17. 
Walsh said, however, the test also 
showed that the two youths believed they 
owned a Cobra. 


Walsh said the tests, called psy- 


chological-polygraph tests, were taken by

travelers. 


And if Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois).

Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be In effect. 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 In 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest head- 
ache. Only one lane In either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates Include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is ex- 
pecting an increase hi passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase hi pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel then- system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park Is located. 


Those not wanting to go 


through the hassle didn't have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there. 
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Mayor charges labor department 'cruel and inhuman9

The Illinois Department of Labor was 


"cruel and Inhuman" in holding a hear- 
ing to examine events leading to the fir- 
ing of 28 public works employes by the 
Village of Hoffman Estates. 


That was how Mayor Virginia Hayter 


characterized representatives of a union 
to which the men belong and labor de- 
partment officials which conducted the 
hearing Wednesday afternoon in the vil- 
lage halt. 


"What the labor department attempted 


to do Is give those people some hope of 
regaining their jobs," said Mayor Hay- 
ter. But the department has no such au- 
thority, and is "cruel and Inhuman" to 
encourage the men In that hope, she 
said. 


The mayor also applied the same char- 


acterization to Bob Stoops, a business 
agent for a machinists union who testi- 
fied In the hearing about a private meet- 
ing he had with Mayor Hayter. 


Stoops said the mayor refused to con- 


sider rehiring the fired employes, even if 
the community were to request it. 


"She said she Is not answerable to the 


village residents at this time, that the 
village residents have the right to ex- 
press their feelings at the ballot box 
three years from now," Stoops alleged. 


Mayor Hayter's term In office expires 


April 30,1977. 


THE MAYOR said she was being 


quoted out of context and that the re- 
mark was taken from a letter she had 
sent to Stoops. "The man Is obviously 
trying to make political time. It was ob- 
vious to me (at the start of the meeting) 
this was an entrapment. He asked the 
meeting be made private. I did so with 
full knowledge he was probably a union 
man who would probably lead me into a 
' trap," she said. 


The mayor repeated earlier statements 


on her personal feelings about the fir- 
Ings. Although It was a necessary action, 
it disturbed her greatly and has left her 


with insomnia and stomach disorders, 
she said. 


Mayor Hayter and Kenneth Dean, 


streets superintendent, also denied any 
knowledge of threats or enticements al- 
legedly employed to break the employe 
union, Local 2041, American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal Employ- 
es. 


David Finch, staff representative to 


the union, said the mayor told him July 
19, while the employes were off work in • 
one-day strike, "I'll see what I can do 
about getting amnesty for these .guys, 
but this must never happen again." 


Mayor Hayter responded that she had 


told Finch "I am helping all I can." She 
denied making any promises, noting "I 
never said anything about amnesty." 


DURING THE bearing, several em- 


ployes related alleged offers of pay 
raises or promotions if they would repu- 
diate the union, supposedly made before 
the strike and break in negotiations. Bar- 


ry Shealy, formerly with the streets divi- 
sion, said he was told by Dean he would 
be named a supervisor if he would write 
a letter stating he wanted no further part 
of the union. 


Michael Smith said he was one of three 


men offered pay raises during contract 
bargaining, and that the raise offered 
him was much lower than that being dis- 
cussed in negotiations. The raises offered 
the other two men were much higher, be 
said, noting he was on the union negotiat- 
ing team while the other two men were 
not. 


D a n i e l Hedlund, David Eversole, 


Shealy and Smith all said they were or- 
dered not to discuss union business dur- 
ing their lunch hours and coffee breaks, 
that the men were repeatedly advised 
unions meant trouble and they were fool- 
ish to join one. 


Shealy also said Dean once warned 


him not to answer questions from other 
men on the progress of negotiations by 


saying "You don't like your job very 
much, do you," and walking away. 


Dean denied he or any other supervisor 


had ever to his knowledge made any 
threats or offered any advantages to men 
if they would leave the union. Mayor 
Hayter denied knowledge of any policy, 
suggestion or direction from herself or 
management that would lead Dean or the 
supervisors and foremen In the depart- 
ment to believe they would be supported 
in making such threats or promises. 


"I had a good rapport with all my 


men. I thought they were good men. I 
never made such statements and I don't 
think my foremen would" either, said 
Dean. "I would never say anything like 
that," he asserted. 


Noting he had never been included in 


bargaining discussions with village offi- 
cials, Dean added,' "I do my job and I 
try to do the best job I.can. I'm not the 
type of person that would make the 
statements that are in there. It's just not 
in me," he said.

Man shot 8 times in 'serious' condition

A DCS Plalncs man remained In 


serious condition at Holy Family Hospi- 
tal yesterday after police said he was 
shot eight times by a roommate in bis 
apartment Tuesday night. 


Peter Klein, 29, 010 Beau Dr., was 


being kept in intensive care again yester- 
day and was conscious. Hospital spokes- 
men sold one of the bullets punctured 
Kleln'i right lung and he had been given 
four pints of blood. 


Hospital spokesmen told the Herald 


late Wednesday Klein's condition was 
satisfactory but a second spokesman said 
yesterday his condition had been serious 
since the man was hospitalized. 


Doctors assigned to the case said Klein 


was "holding his own" yesterday and 
complimented police and a fire depart- 
ment ambulance crew for "care and 
proficiency" in transporting the victim to 
the hospital. 


ANTAL SCHMIDT. 29, who shared the 


Beau Drive apartment with Klein has 
been charged with attempted murder 
and aggravated battery In the shooting. 


He was taken to Cook County Jail 


Wednesday on S2S.OOO bond to await a 
Thursday appearance In Dei Plaines 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Police said the shooting resulted from 


a feud between the two over the use of a 
Jaguar sports car they shared. Both men 
worked as auto mechanics at Laurel Mo- 
tors in suburban Westmont and Klein 
had reportedly used the car to go to work 
that day without Schmidt. 


Klein was shot just after he returned 


home from work before 6:30 p.m. Police 
were alerted to the Incident by a building 
resident, one of several who told police 
they heard the gunblasts. 


Police said the wounded Klein stag- 


gered through a rear door Into an adja- 
cent apartment where he fell. 


The residents next door had run out 


the front door to Investigate the shots. 
One of them told police he saw Klein 
screaming at their rear door. 


POLICE NABBED Schmidt minutes- 


after the shooting as he was walking out 
onto his apartment patio. 


Police said the two had been living to- 


gether about four months. Schmidt is a 
Hungarian immigrant who speaks little 
English. 


A search of the apartment turned up 


the automatic pistol used in the shooting, 
a shotgun and ammunition.

He's mild mannered until he starts 


lighting to preserve Prospect Heights

Jack GUligan doesn't look like a fight- 
er. 


A short, mild-mannered man, he seems 


out of place In the council rooms of 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Wheeling. Yet he has been a major force 
In the fight for Prospect Heights' in- 
corporation. 


The 42-year-old father of five moved to 


Prospect Heights nine years ago from 
Sunnyvale, Calif., a "typical bay region 
area of Ii'gh density homes." 


"The 
first time I saw Prospect 


Heights, I thought it was beautiful, really 
just beautiful," GUligan said. 


Impressed with the "open space and 


the way people kept up their houses," 
GUligan eventually found a house at 36 
Lynnbrook Dr. Since that time, he has 
fought to maintain the country atmos- 
phere that attracted him to the commu- 
nity. 


GUligan, a chemical engineer, had his 


first Involvement with Prospect Heights 
nffalrs in 1887, following- a "major flood." 


"I got mad and decided to do some- 


thing — I volunteered to do what I 
could," he said. "We organized the 
McDonald Creek Improvement Com- 
mittee and I've been working on It ever 
since." 


THROUGH HIS work with flood prob- 


lems, GUligan gradually came to the con- 
clusion there "Is no good way to solve 
our problems without a municipality." 


"The Incorporation movement started 


as a way to solve our flooding problem. 
As I worked, I started to look at the total 
aspect of municipalities putting the 
crunch on unincorporated areas," he 
said. 


GUligan credits the Prospect Heights 


JACK C1LLIGAN 


Improvement Association (PHIA), of 
which ho Is now president, with making 
him aware of the problems of unincorpo- 
rated areas. 


"Tho basic idea of incorporation is that 


we don't want to have our open spam 
ruined by people trampling It down," he 
said. "I'm not trying to be an alarmist, 
but you can look at Chicago and see what 
they've done to themselves. We don't 


want that to happen out here." 


GUligan frequently attends meetings of 


the boards and commissions of neighbor- 
ing vUlages, especially when Prospect 
Heights residents may be affected. 


"There are always zoning problems — 


at least one every three months. We're 
winning on most of them," he said. "We 
can't lose things too often or people will 
just walk all over us." 


ONE OBSERVER who watched GIU1- 


gan in action at a recent Wheeling plan 
commission meeting notes that "he real- 
ly does his homework." 


"He looks like a meek guy who just 


popped In — he's not what you'd caU a 
strong figure," the woman said. "When 
he gets up to speak, though, you can 
really tell he knows what he's talking 
about." 


Noting that GUligan was "not terribly 


comfortable" In his public appearance, 
she added that he would "probably pre- 
fer to let them know quietly, if he 
could." 


GUligan is apparently a great believer 


In citizens' power. 


"Corruption isn't going to happen If 


people are Informed and alert," he said. 
"When people do something that affects 
mo badly, I'll fight." 


GUligan is also an advocate of "keep- 


ing attuned to what the people want." 


"I think the good politician is the guy 


who understands the people he repre- 
sents. The guy who remains aloof Is not 
a good representative or leader," he 
said. "We've (PHIA) had a great deal of 
influence because the people are behind 
us. When we go down to Springfield, the 
representatives listen to us." 


While Prospect Heights residents have 


provided the basis of support for the in-

Police: snake definitely not harmful 


Buffalo Grove police said yesterday 


they are now positive the snake skin ex- 
amined earlier this week Is that of a 
harmless rat snake and not a deadly 
Egyptian Cobra. 


Police made their announcement after 


the owner of the escaped snake, Gene 
GowUng, IS of Wheeling and Its keeper, 
David Pearson, 18, of Buffalo Grove 
went through several hours of lie detec- 
tor tests. 


According to PoUce Chief 
Harry 


Walsh, the skin given to experts at 
Brookfleld Zoo was positively that of the 
escaped snake. The reptile was pur- 
chased in a suburban pet store for $17. 
Walsh said, however, the test also 
showed that the two youths believed they 
owned a Cobra. 


Walsh said the tests, called psy- 


chological-polygraph tests, were taken by 
the youths voluntarily. He said they 
agreed to tests to show that the skin ex- 
amined was actually taken from the es- 
caped snake. He added that tests showed 
the youths were not ploylcg a joke In 
saying they believed a Cobra escaped. 


The tests are reportedly the most ad- 


vanced way of giving lie detector exam- 
inations, according to police officials. 


DESPITE THE tests, however, Pear- 


son faces a court date on a charge of 
disorderly conduct and a bill for the ex- 
penses Incurred by the village during a 
three-day search for the missing snake, 
before discovering It was non-poisonous. 


Yesterday, Village Trustee Thomas 


Mahoney told the Herald that if the bill 
Is not paid, Pearson's father may face a 
cIvU suit from the village to recover 
damages. 


Mahoney proposed a resolution Mon- 


day night saying tho village should try to 
recover the cost of the search. If it can- 
not do so it should sue the owner of the 
home from where the snake escaped — 
in this case Pearson's father. 


Mahoney also said he did not propose 


the resolution because of negligence on 
Pearson's part but because keeping 
snakes In Buffalo Grove Is against vil- 
lage ordinances. Thus, the village should 


not be responsible for the cost of the 
search. 


Pearson said Wednesday that he will 


not pay the bill because he had contacted 
Buffalo Grove several weeks ago to see 
if the snake was illegal. He also said he 
offered to get rid of the snake If it was 
Ulegal and was not told to do so. 


Police have said they did not tell Per- 


son to get rid of the snake because of 
"bad information" from state sources 
who said the snake was legal.

Driving will be Laborious

About two million persons are 


expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this hoUday weekend in 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And if Wisconsin is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 In Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and some construction bot- 
tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially If they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, It is 
estimated that 500,000 autos wUl 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY, driven will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be In effect 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
arias only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells. 


It is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest brad- 
ache. Only one lane In either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-ralle 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed Into the 
Dells'area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 
. There is still the threat that 
some stations wiU be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the hoUday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT leaving by 


auto, but by air, rail or bus, the 
outlook Is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hordes of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates are being 


made, O'Hare Airport is ex- 
pecting an increase In passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located. 


Those not wanting to go 


through the hassle didnt have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there.

Police said the shooting resulted from 


a feud between the two over the use of a 
Jaguar sports car they shared. Both men 
worked as auto mechanics at Laurel Mo- 
tors In suburban Wcstmnnt and Klein 
had reportedly used the cur to go to work 
that day without Schmidt. 


Klein was shot just after he returned 


home from work before 6:30 p.m. Police 
were alerted to the incident by a building 
resident, one of several who told police 
they heard the gunblasts. 


Police said the wounded Klein stag- 


gered through a rear door Into on adja- 
cent apartment where he fell. 


The residents next door had run out 


tho front door to investigate the shots. 
One of them told police he saw Klein 
screaming at their rear door.

Police lieutenant sees everything from tombstones to pot; 


by TOM VON MALDEK 


Everything from a pilot's log book to a 


cemetery headstone has turned up in the 
Mount Prospect Police lost and found de- 
partment. Chances arc good that if 
you've lost something valuable recently, 
It will eventually find its way there. 


"If an object is of any value the owner 


shows up, usually," Police Lt. John M. 
Homola said. Since July 1, Homola has 
been in charge of the police lost, found 
and confiscated department. 
• 


Most found Items that are Identifiable 


arc returned, according to Homola. Al- 
though sometimes it is dono quickly, oth- 
er times it takes a while to find the own- 
er. 


A good example Is the cemetery head- 


stone found earlier this year. A village 
resident awoke one morning to find the 
headstone on his driveway. Police were 
called and the identification process be- 
gan. It proved to be quite lengthy. 


Tho stone, with the name and date of 


the deceased, should have been fairly 


easy to Identify. But first, police had to 
find the right cemetery. Information on 
the headstone was sent out to all nearby 
police departments, each of which in 
turn contacted local cemetery officials. 
Finally, a cemetery near Jollet reported 
the headstone belonged there. 


It took several weeks to find the head- 


stone's origin. The case of the pilot's log 
book was handled much easier. Homola 
said they were able to return the log 
book even before the pilot was aware he 
had lost It. 


THE MOST OFTEN recovered Items 


are bicycles, Homola said. In a six- 
month span last year, 170 bikes were sto- 
len and 23 were recovered. 


"If the bikes arc licensed we can often 


return them to the owners," Homoln 
said, although licenses are sometimes re- 
moved by the thieves and the bikes are 
even repainted. The police cannot re- 
lease a recovered bike unless the owner 
has some means, such as license or se- 
rial number, to identify it. 


Many items recovered by the police 


are left on someone's property as a prac- 


tical joke, Homola said. Such items In- 
clude fire extinguishers, religious statues 
or bird baths. Two cases that stand out 
in Homola's mind involve a man who 
awoke to find real estate signs stuck all 
over his yard. Another man had three 
dozen driveway reflectors stuck in his 
lawn. 


CONTRABAND — such as drugs, li- 


quor and weapons — has to be destroyed, 
according to Homola. 


"We get more knives than guns," he 


said, but added the department had no 
figures on how many they get a year. 
The new records system begun July l Is 
to make those figures readily available 
In the future. He did remember that they 
have had a "couple dozen" knives at a 
time. 


If a confiscated knife turns out to have 


been "borrowed from. Dad," be said 
they return it to the parent. 


Alcohol is the biggest item to dispose 


of because It Is taken from juveniles and 
drunken drivers. Where does it go? 
"Down the sink. And believe me, you 
wouldn't want to be around when it's 


poured. The beer actually gets sour," 
Homola said. 


"All drugs have to be destroyed, usuaf i 


ly by burning. Marijuana is the biggest^ 
drug we handle. It's predominant be- 
cause it's so eisily available." He added, 
the incidents of teen-agers growing marl** 
juana in their back yards have increased 
recently. 


Contraband needed as evidence is kept 


until the court case is heard and a deci- 
sion rendered. Usually, It's destroyed af- 
ter a defendant has exhausted his ap- 
peals. 


The unclaimed goods with any value, 


such as bikes, are auctioned by the po- 
lice department once or twice a year be- 
cause storage space is limited. 


"The auction is a good place for people 


to get bargains," Homola said. Proceeds 
go to the police pension fund. Other 
items auctioned in the past have included 
several suits and a stack of phonograph 
records. 


But if you lose something valuable. Ho- 


mola suggests you check with the police 
department first and not wait to see if it 
comes up for sale during the auction.

All they have to do is 
open their eyes," he said. "You can't 
really qualify the effect of a devel- 
opment like Old Orchard will have on the 
community." 


"PEOPLE SAY we've got to eel! in- 


corporation on the basis of it being eco- 
nomically feasible. I agree," he added. 
"But many Intangible things are In- 
volved that you can't assign a cost to in 
terms of money." 


Although his name crops up frequently 


as a possible mayoral candidate if Pros- 
pect Heights incorporates, Gilligan 
denies any aspirations for the position. 


"I wouldn't want to be mayor, but I'll

Gilligan 
9s mild-mannered— 


until the fighting begins

Jack Gilligan docsc't look like a fight- 
er. 


A short, mild-mannered man, he seems 


out of place In the council rooms of 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights and 
Wheeling. Yet he has been a major force 
In the fight for'Prospect Heights' in- 
corporation. 


The 42-year-old father of five moved to 


Prospect Heights nine years ago from 
Sunnyvale, Calif., a "typical bay region 
area of high density homes." 


"The first time I saw Prospect 


Heights, I thought It was beautiful, really 
just beautiful," Gilligan said. 


Impressed with the "open space and 


the way people kept up their houses," 
Gilligan eventually found a house at 38 
Lynnbrook Dr. Since that time, he has 
fought to maintain the country atmos- 
phere that attracted him to ths commu- 
nity.

Gilligan, a chemical engineer, had his 


first Involvement with Prospect Heights 
affairs In 1967, following a "major flood." 


"I got mad and decided to do some- 


thing — I volunteered to do what I 
could," ho said. "We organized the 
McDonald Creek Improvement Com- 


mittee and I've been working on It ever 
since." 


THROUGH HIS work with flood prob- 


lems, Gtlllgan gradually came to the con- 
clusion there "Is no good way to solve 
our problems without a municipality." 


"The Incorporation movement started 


as a way to solve our flooding problem. 
As I worked, I started to look at the total 
aspect of municipalities putting the 
crunch on unincorporated areas," he 
said. 


GillJgan credits the Prospect Heights 


Improvement Association (PHIA), of 
which he Is now president, with making 
him aware of the problems of unincorpo- 
rated areas. 


"The basic Idea of incorporation Is that 


we don't want to have our open space 
ruined by people trampling It down," he 
sold. "I'm not trying to bo an alarmist, 
but you can look at Chicago and see what 
they've done to themselves. We don't 
want that to happen out here." 


Gilligan frequently attends meetings of 


the boards and commissions of neighbor- 
ing villages, especially when Prospect 
Heights residents may be affected. 


"There are always zoning problems — 


at least one every three months. We're

winning on most of them," he said. "We 
can't lose things too often or people will 
just walk all over us." 


ONE OBSERVER who watched Gilli- 


gan in action at a recent Wheeling plan 
commission meeting notes that "he real- 
ly docs his homework." 


"He looks like a meek guy who just 


popped In — he's not what you'd call a 
strong figure," the woman said. "When 
he gets up to speak, though, you can 
realty tell he knows what he's talking 
about." 


Noting that Gilligan was "not terribly 


comfortable" In his public appearance, 
she added that he would "probably pre- 
fer to let them know quietly, if he 
could." 


Gilligan Is apparently a great believer 


in citizens' power. 


"Corruption Isn't going to happen If 


people are informed and alert," he said. 
"When people do something that affects 
me badly, I'll fight." 


Gilligan Is also an advocate of "keep- 


Ing attuned to what the people want." 


"I think the good politician Is the guy 


who understands the people he repre- 
sents. The guy who remains aloof is not

I'm 
sure the community would have dropped 
incorporation a long time ago, if it hadn't 
been for Jack," she said. 


Gilligan seems to have little patience 


for "fence sitters" on the incorporation' 
question. 


"It's hard for people to understand 


what is going on. All they have to do is 
open their eyes," he said. "You can't 
really qualify the effect of a devel- 
opment like Old Orchard will have on the 
community." 


"PEOPLE SAY we've got to sell In- 


corporation on the basis of it being eco- 
nomically feasible. I agree," he added. 
"But many intangible things are in- 
volved that you can't assign a cost to In 
terms of money." 


Although his name crops up frequently 


as a possible mayoral candidate If Pros- 
pect Heights incorporates, Gilligan 
denies any aspirations for the position. 


"I wouldn't wont '.o be mayor, but I'll 


probably be forced to do It," he said. 
"People say 'yeah, you deserve it' but I 
don't believe that. You don't hand it to 
somebody because they deserve it." 


While he claims no political Interest, 


Gilligan continues to fight for the city of 
Prospect Heights as envisioned by the 
PHIA. 


"It's not worth going through all of this 


without assuring that the people In office 
carry out the plans," he said.

Driving will be Laborious

About two million persons are 


expected to flee Chicago and its 
suburbs this holiday weekend In 
the annual Labor Day exodus 
which signals the end of summer 
with its toll of highway deaths 
and aggravation. 


The uncertainty of the gasoline 


crisis, the construction barri- 
cades lining expressways, the 
m a d d e n i n g swirling of the 
crowds at O'Hare Airport, Union 
Station and Greyhound Bus ter- 
minals probably will combine to 
detract from the main purpose of 
travelers. 


And if Wisconsin Is your final 


destination, the Wisconsin Dells 
resort area specifically, be ad- 
vised to leave as early as possi- 
ble and start with a full tank of 
gas. A massive traffic jam may 
await you. 


IT'S THE ANNUAL Labor Day 


weekend exodux to visit relatives 
and resort spas, the time for re- 
newing family ties and enjoying 
the remains of summer. For 
more than a few, however, it will 
be their last weekend, according 
to the National Safety Council. 


Projections are that around 600 


persons will be killed on the na- 
tion's highways during the Fri- 
day night to Monday night rush 
(last year 602 persons were killed 
nationwide, 25 in Illinois). 


The combination of auto traffic 


and s o m e construction 
bot- 


tlenecks will make driving some- 
what dangerous for Northwest 
suburban motorists on their way 
out of town, especially if they're 
going towards Wisconsin. 


From 4 p.m. today to between 


4:30 and 9 p.m. Monday, it is 
estimated that 500,000 autos will 
leave from Chicago and suburbs 
and return, Chicago Motor Club 
spokesmen said. Most of these 
trips, they said, will be within a 
300-mile radius of Chicago, to 
Wisconsin, Michigan and In- 
diana. 


ON THE WAY. drivers will en- 


counter delays that could aggra- 
vate their entire vacation plans. 
Though actual construction and 
repair on the Northwest Tollway 
will come to a halt between noon 
today and noon Tuesday, several 
lane closings will be in effect. 


Most of the road work extends 


from O'Hare to Rockford on the 
Northwest Tollway and in some 
areas only two lanes will be open 
in either direction. The construc- 
tion picks up again along 1-90 in 
Wisconsin, the expressway lead- 
ing to the Wisconsin Dells.. 


It Is here that motorists will 


encounter their biggest bead- 
ache. Only one lane in either di- 
rection will be open on a 12-mile 
stretch from Portage to the 
Dells. According to the Wiscon- 


sin, Highway Department, nor- 
mal weekend travel has resulted 
in a six-mile backup and an hour 
delay at this point. They are 
predicting twice the volume and 
twice the problem this weekend. 


MOTORISTS ARE being ad- 


vised to take various- alternates 
around the construction zone. 
Two alternates include getting 
off 1-90 at Madison, which is 
about 40 miles south of Portage. 
The highway department sug- 
gests taking either highways 12 
or 51, which both bypass the 
trouble spots and feed into the 
Dells area. 


Adding to the driving woes is 


the question of whether service 
stations will be open to provide 
motorists with enough gasoline to 
get them to their destination and 
back. 


There is still the threat that 


some stations will be closed in 
protest over a price battle with 
the Cost of Living Council. But a 
motor club survey shows that 
two-thirds of the stations should 
be operating normally. In any 
case, motorists are urged to fill 
up before leaving. 


Of the 61 Illinois dealers sur- 


veyed, 47 reported they plan to 
operate during normal hours for 
the holiday weekend, the motor 
club has determined. This has 
improved over a survey taken a 
month ago which reported only 


30 per cent of the stations would 
be operating normally. 


FOR THOSE NOT lea-ring by 


auto, but by air, rail or 'bus, the 
outlook Is for a hectic, even frus- 
trating battle with hoities of 
travelers. 


Though no estimates art being 


made, O'Hare Airport 'is ex- 
pecting an increase in passen- 
gers over last Labor Day. TWA, 
for instance, expects about a 
three per cent increase in pas- 
sengers this Labor Day com- 
pared to last, when 5,500 persons 
flew out of Chicago. Other air- 
lines have similar expectations. 


AMTRAK officials estimate 


more than 6,000 persons this 
weekend will travel their system 
out of Union Station. The two 
most popular runs are to New 
York City and Washington, D.C., 
both 16-hour trips. Other popular 
spots include Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, where the new Six Flags 
Over Mid America amusement 
park is located. 


Those not wanting to go 


through the hassle didn't have to 
look very far to keep themselves 
occupied over the weekend. Per- 
sons with reservations are sim- 
ply going to the Arlington Park 
Towers Hotel, where they report 
a complete sellout, partly due to 
the Future of America Fair 
being held there. 
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MRB ranch 
will close: 
lack of funds 


The MRB Ranch In Palatine Township, 


a home for 12 boys who are wards of the 
State of Illinois, will be closed In two 
weeks because of the lack of state funds, 
the ranch's acting director said yester- 
day. 


Sewell Gelberd, acting director of the 


facility at 1502 W. Northwest Hwy., said 
the home can no longer afford to operate 
on the $19.60 a day supplied by the Illi- 
nois Department of Children and Family 
Services. He said It costs about $40 a day 
to run the operation and that a state offi- 
cial told him by telephone yesterday that 
the state could not renegotiate tho sub- 
sidy until January. 


"This means Mr. Blowltz (Mllroy R. 


Blowltz, owner of the ranch on 18 acres 
next to the Deer Grove Forest Preserve) 
will lose $18,000 more by then... and he 
told us he cannot afford to do that." He 
added that within two weeks the 12 boys, 
ranging In age from 13 to 17 yean old, 
will have to be moved to other facilities. 
He said state officials were given the 
two-week notice yesterday. 


Blowltz could not be reached for com- 


ment. 


The MRB Ranch has outgrown Its state 


subsidy which was allocated when the 
facility housed only three boys, he said. 
"As tho ranch grew, the costs grew more 
than proportionately. We hired a direc- 
tor, social worker and house parents ... 
and the food costs have risen. I was told 
yesterday they couldn't get around to re- 
negotiating until January." 


JOHN LAMBERT, deputy director- 


management for the Department of Chil- 
dren and Family Services, told the Her- 
ald yesterday a new formula for figuring 
reimbursements will delay new funds to 
all children and family service agencies 
in the state until Jan. l. Ho said that If 
the MRB Ranch closes Its doors the chil- 
dren there would be moved to other in- 
stitutions. Ho termed the local home "a 
fairly good agency" adding he hoped the 
facility remains open until new funding 
guidelines are set up. 


The $19.60 received by MRB officials Is 


"a tremendous rate already" and he said 
he doubted that $40 would be granted 
even in January. "Wo hod planned to Im- 
plement a new residential rate system 
Sept. 1," he said, but because there were 
so many complaints on tho formula being 
used, state officials decided to rccvaluatc 
the proposed system and delay any new 
funding until the first of next year. 


Tho announcement that MRB will 


close, Is the very statement most other 
agencies use when they are unsatisfied 
with state funding, Lambert said. He In- 
dicated that most of the facilities do not 
actually close but merely threaten to do 
so. 


The MRB Ranch opened last August 


for emotionally disturbed boys who are 
wards of the state. The boys live In brick 
cottages located next to residence for the 
Blowltz family.

'Battle of park districts' 
now going to the courts

It appears the "battle of the park dis- 


tricts" will be going to the courts. 111. 
House Bill 834 was signed "Tuesday by 
Gov. Daniel Walker. 


The bill will allow property owners to 


disconnect from one park district and an- 
nex to another adjacent district that is 
more representative of the municipality 
in which the property is located. 


If the park district from which the 


property owner is disconnecting contests 
the action, a decision will be made in 
Circuit Court. Both sides involved will 
submit their cases In writing to a judge. 


The biggest battle seems to be shaping 


up between the Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove park districts. Between the 
two villages is a 120-acre site in an unin- 
corporated area in the Elk Grove Park 
District that might be the site of the Chi- 
cago-0'Hare International Trade Center. 


The center could mean approximately 


$75,000 a year or more to the park dis- 
trict In which it's located. 


AT A SPECIAL meeting of the Elk 


Grove Park Board last night, board 
member Ed Hauser, speaking on behalf 
of the board, pledged a "fight to the 
highest court" if the bill was signed. 
Hauser also criticized Arlington Park 
District board member Kay Muller, who 
wants to annex the Klehm property to 
help make the Arlington Heights Park 
District boundaries coincide with the vil- 
lage limits. Such a move would allow the 
park district to become part of the vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights. 


"The Illinois Park District Code has 


made Illinois one of the best states in the 
nation in the area of recreation," said 
Hauser. "We do a better job. as a sepa- 
rate taxing body. If that's her (Mrs. Mul- 
ler's) philosophy, I feel sorry for the 
people of Arlington Heights and the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District."
